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JAIL HOLDS COOKE: 


PRISON TOMORROW 


His Plea for Release on Writ 
of Habeas Corpus Denied 
by Judge McEwen in 
Long Opinion. 
| 


NEW COURT TO BESOUGHT 


If No One on Bench Will Inter- 


fere, the Prisoner Will Be 
Taken to Joliet in the 


Morning. 


John A. Cooke {s in the county ja!/i—at last. 
No charge of indecent haste has been made 
though his friends wanted Sunday for open 
alr good-bys. The oonvicted former clerk 
of the Circuit court, having been denied his 
freedom on a writ of habeas corpus yesterday 
by Judge Willard M. McEwen, was taken to 
jail late in the afternoon. 

For the first time his name was placed on 
the record of the county jail. Assistant 
Jailer James Sweeney produced a slip and 
the clerk entered on the big record book: 

“John A. Cooke, senten¢ed\to pentten- 
tlary, mittimus Judge Ben M. Smith, indict- 
ment conspiracy to cheat and defraud, Jan. 
25, 1908, Hospital A.“ 

On the previous occasion following hie de- 
feat in the United States Supreme court 
when Cooke was taken to the county jail 
his name was not entered on the records, as 
he was locked up less than two hours, and 
the authorities were awaiting his release by 
Judge McEwen. 


New Writ or Prison 8 


Cooke will be transferred to the penitentiary 
tomorrow morning, unless some other judge 


grants him a release on a new writ of ha- 


beas corpus application, which already has 
been prepared by his attorneys. 

It is stated that the new petition must 
be presented in open court, 
regular clerk, and this would be out of the 
question until Monday morning. Legal au- 
thorities are of the opinion that no judge in 
Cook county can be secured to take the mat- 
ter up. Even many of Cooke's friends say 
he had better give up the futile fight. 


After Cooke was remanded to the cus- 


tody of the sheriff by Judge MoEwen in 
the morning, as THe Tauss predicted he 
would be last Wednesday, it was the orig- 
inal intention of the sheriff's office to permit 
him to retain his liberty, though nominally 
in the custody of Deputy Sheriff Tom Morri- 
son. 
+ Visits Office, Calls on Friends. 

Cooke and his friendly custodian took a 
street car firet to Cooke's factory at Twelfth 
and Desplaines streets, where the prisoner 
signed a number of checks and attended to 
some other business details. He then went 
to zes his mother, at the family residence, 
769 South Halsted street. Mrs. Cooke was 
visibly affected. She and John embraced and 
they both shed tears. 

Cooke then made the rounds of the resi- 
dences and business places of some of his 
influential friends, stopping finally at the 
residence of William J. Moxley, one of his 
bondsmen, at 446 West Congress street. 

At intervals Morrison kept in touch with 
the sheriff's office by telephone and a little 
after 3 o'clock he received word that he would 
have,to bring the prisoner to jail not later 
than § o’clock. The deputy said he would be 
there before that hour and acquainted Cooke 
with the nature of the message. 


In Jail at 4:20. 

They arrived at the jail at 4:20 o'clock in 
company with Cooke’s brother, William J. 
Cooke, Mr. Moxley, and John C. Righeimer, 
who is an old friend. Deputy Sheriffs Peters 
and Henry Spears were waiting for them. 
Cooke was taken at once to the elevator and 
to the top floor of the jail, where he was 
locked up in Hospital A, the most comfortable 
quarters the jail affords. 

His friends remained there half an hour 
and then Cooke was left alone with his 
thoughts. He refused to make any state- 
ment, saying that his lawyers would do all 
the talking that wae necessary. 


Stensland Greets Cooke. 

Another well known. prisoner on the top 
floor of the jail, but separated from Cooke 
by a barred door, is Paul O. Stensland. The 
two men looked at each other curiously and 
doubtless they talked after the jailer had 
gone. Mr. Stensland could have told Mr. 
Cooke about conditions at the prison, includ- 
ing the small tells made for one person but 
required to accommodate two, and the jail 
iibrary, where he is one of the clerks. 

Cooke asked for the evening papers after 
he had partaken of alight supper. He looked 
through some magazines that were in the 
hospital, and then, observing that he had 
passed through a trying day, prepared to go 
to bed early. 

Sheriff Becomes Worried. 

The decision to put Cooke in jail came after 
a conference of Sheriff Strassheim and ‘Chief 
Deputy Peters at 8 o'clock. The sheriff was 
clearly worried about Cooke. He thought 
it would be a good deal safer all around, he 


sald, if he was locked up. Then if anything 


occurred the sheriff couldn't be held respon- 
sible. So a few minutes before Cooke and his 
party arrived Mr. Strassheim went over 
to the jail and told them the prisoner was on 
his way and directed them to treat him well. 

Daniel Donahoe, one of the attorneys for 
Cooke, expressed some surprise a few min- 
utes later to learn thut his olient was locked 
up. He said that the measures taken to pro- 
cure a new writ of habeas corpus would con- 
tinue. 

„ We intend to make application before an- 
other judge for Mr. Cooke's release,” said 
Donehee. “ The Supreme court has held that 
such a course ie proper. The verdict in the 
case does not correspond with the indict 
ment and that will be the principal ground 
upon which we shall ask for another writ.” 


Opinion Sixty-three Pages Long. 

Judge McEwen denied Cooke's petition in 
a sixty-three page typewritten opinion that 
took him two hours before noon to read. The 
courtroom on the eighth floor of the county 
bullding was crowded with spectators, many 
of them warm friends of the convicted man. 

Before Judge McEwen read his decision 
Cooke's attorneys made a motion to with- 
draw the petition, they having a good idea 
that the judge would decide against thet; 
client. The judge deferred his decision on 
this motion until he had delivered his opin- 
ion and then granted it, thus leaving the 
case without prejudice, which the attorneys 
for the defense considered would be of ad- 
vantage in their new application before some 
other judge. 

Court was convened at 10 o’clock, and after

TUBE SUPPLIES AIR TO HIM.

Workers Listen in Vain for Sound to 
| Prove He Is Not Dead. 


Buried under thirty-two feet of sand in a 

pit fourteen miles north of Elgin, Paul Jones, 
who was caught in a cave-in last day, 
gave no signs of life last night while relays 
of six men worked rantically to effect his 
rescue, in the hope he was not dead. 
The men toiled heroically, scarcely paus- 
ing for breath, throwing out the shifting 
sand in showers while several hundred spec- 
tators watched the scene by * dim Hg. t 
of lanterns. 

At intervais the men would pause for a 
few seconds and listen intently at the pipe 
that had Ween sunk into the sand on the day 
of the accident, hopitig to hear some faint 
sound that would indicate that Jones still 
was alive, but no such hopeful sign came. 

Hurry, men, hurry!’ Frank Herman, an 
expert well digger from Cary, would shout 
at times. Every minute counts.“ 

Falling Sand Delays Rescue. 

At midnight the excavators estimated they 
were within seventeen feet of the imprisoned 
man. It wae Work of the utmost difficulty 
and discouragement, for the sand kept falling 
back into the hole despite the devices of the 
experts who were in charge of the work, 

George Brooks, foreman of the gang that 
was working in the pit when the accident 
occurred, remained at the pit. He had scarce- 
ly. slept since the cave-in, but he urged the 
men to redoubled efforts, o¢casionally jump- 
ing in to relieve one of them with a shovel. 

Most of the spectators believe the buried 
man is dead. 

Jones is 21 years old and a resident of Cary, 
a small station on the Northwestern road 
four milés from the shaft. He has no rela- 
tives, so far as is known. He is an employé 
of the Lake Shore Sand company of Algon- 
quin, one and a half miles southwest of the 
shaft. 

Imprisoned in Abandoned Pit. 

The company, prospecting for gravel veins, 
sunk a shaft four feet in diameter and thirty- 
two feet deep if the prairie last week. The 
indications of gravel were not present and 
the workmen, having decided to abandon the 
hole, under orders from Foreman George 
Brooks began to remove the boards that 
held the walls of the sand in place. Jones de- 
scended into the pit and put the boards in 
a sling, as fast as they were removed. Several 
of the pieces of timber fell from the sling 
to the bottom of the pit. Jones was lowered 
by means of the derrick operated from above 
and began to gather up the boards when 
suddenly the entire shafting caved in. 

Jones’ cries could be heard for some dis 
tance for several minutes; then all wag still. 
It was believed the boards that lined the 
shafting had formed a cavity when the cave- 
m occurred, and the youth's life might be 
| preserved, so a three inch pipe was sunk 
into the sand for the entire depth of the 
shaft. This would give him air and food and 
water. Water and food were sent down the 
pipe from time to time and the employés 
of the sand company worked energetically 
to rescue the imprisoned man, but with eon - 
tinue) discouragemem caused by the ma- 
terial falling back into the pit. 


Many Watch Rescuers Work 
Wrank Herman and Jerry Brady, two ex- 
pert well diggers, arrived at the scene at 8 
o'clock yesterday afternoon and began to 
excavate a hole six feet in diameter. 
“We eapect to reach the hottiom by & 


o’clock tomorrow morning.“ said Herman at 
midnight. 

Spectators for miles around, attracted by 
the tragic affair, began to arrive on fect and 
in all sorts of cohveyances, and by evening 


several hundred were watching the excavat- | 


ing. They were not allowed to go close to the 
shaft.

Treadwell, had telegraphed to the dining car 
conductor asking him to reserve a two chair 
table for them, but before the train reached 
Albany, where the governor boarded it, the 
young woman from the west had persuaded 
the colored waiter to give her the table, not 
knowing it was reserved for distinguished 
persons.

MILITARY LAW DECLARED 
IN ARGENTINE REPUBLIC? 


President Closes Congress and Body 
May Try to Meet in Spite of the Exec- 
utive’s Decree.

MONTEVIDEO. Uruguay, Jan. 25.—Re- 
ports from Buenos Ayres today say the capi- 
tal of the Argentine Republic is in a state of 
serious disturbance.

The president and the cabinet have issued 
a decree closing the sessions of congress and 
declaring in force the budget of 1907. It is 
rumored congress will probably try to meet 
in spite of the presidential decree.

The president has been advised to prevent 
the reassembling of congress under any cir- 
cumstances.

MENACE TO NATION’S LIFE. 


Women - Who Advise Young Wives. 


Against Motherhood Denounced. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 25.—[Special.]—Car- 
dinal Gibbons today gave an authorised in- 
terview on the American woman. His emi- 
nence said: 

“Any woman wh,» instructs her neighbor or 
friend who is a wife how to avoid the re- 
sponsibilities of motherhood is taking as 
great a responsibility and committing as 
deadly a sin as if she became the accomplice 
of a murderess. In fact, this sort of thing 
is murder of the most cowardly kind. 

„No doubt many women thoughtiessly 
discuss this subject with one another. It is 
not unusual, in all probability, for older 
women to advise younger ones about to as- 
gume the relations of wifehood not to bring 
children into the world for a few years, but 
to ‘have a good time and travel.’ This in- 
struction to the young wife probably is with- 
out the knowledge of the husband. 

‘ Physicians and druggists of character are 
useful citizens; but it is only those without 
consciences who are accomplices of women 
determined to deteat the law of nature and 
the will of God. There are laws in the sev- 
eral states, I understand, prohibiting the sale 


of the articles of prevention deadly alike 


to the moral as well as the physical health 

of men and women. These laws appear to be 

dead letters, as they are not enforced. 
Social Evil the Greatest Evil. 

„The social evil—I use the term in a more 
general sense than it is usually applied—is a 
far greater evil in this country than the 
drinking habit. It is true the lower forms 
of the social evil and intemperance in drink- 
ing are allied evils; they go hand in hand, 
The social evil, in all its phases, is such a deli- 
cate subject to handle that it seems impos- 
sible to educate the people toward righteous 
living in this regard. 

„We can educate regarding tuberculosis 
and alcoholism, but the people must, for ob- 
vious reasons, remain ignorant on this most 
important of all questions confronting the 
American people. The existence of the na- 
tion depends on the personal conduct of each 
man and woman. 8 

Serious Living Needed. 

‘Both have responsibilities that neither 
can shirk. Serious living on the part of our 
people must take the place of frivolous 
tendencies, if the nation is to thrive and con- 
tinue to be happy. There is no influence 
among mortals so powerful for good or evil 
as the relations between the sexes. 

„No woman who attempts to foil the law 
of nature and of God can be given absolution 
at the confessional. If any man or woman 
is responsible in any degree for the sin that 
leads to race suicide they could not avail 
themselves of the confessional,”

Complaint of Discrimination 
Made Against Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy. 


FEDERAL, AID 18 SOUGHT. 


Commerce Board Asked to En- 
force the Equitable Distri- 
bution of Cars. 


The opening move in a campaign to elim- 
inate the coal mining industry from both 
direct and indirect contro! of the railroads in 
Illinois was made yesterday when complaint 
against the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
system alleging unjust discrimination in the 
matter of ratings of the capacity of mines 
and in the assignments of coal cars was filed 
with the interstate commerce commission at 
Washington hy Glenn W. Traer, preaident of 
the lilinois Coal rators’ association and 
receiver of the Illinols Collieries company. 

The complaint asks that the railroad be 
ordered to keep a record of the physical ca- 
pacities of the mines which it serves as com- 
mon carrier, and to establish thereon a defi- 
nite, fair, and equitable rating of capacity 
as a basis for the distribution of coal cars, 
and that such records shall be at all times 
open to the inspection of coal mine operators 
and persons interested therein.“ | 

Mr. Traer alleges that the railroad dis- 
tributes coal cars to and among the coal 
mines “ arbitrarily, unfairly, and inequite- 
bly and without any definite, fair, or equita- 
ble rules of distribution,” and refuses or fails 
on reasonable request made to give owners 
or operators of said respective coal mines any 
information necessary in order to ascertain 
whether or not the company is unjustly die- 
criminating against them in its distribution 
of empty coal cars. 

Methods of Discrimination. 

The complaint further sets forth the fol- 
lowing ways in which the railroad practices 
discrimination in distributing its available 
cars: 

It does not consider cars furnished for the load- 
ing of fuel coal for said Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad company to such mines without 
charging the same against, but in addition to, the 
percentages or distributive number of cars to 
which such mines might be entitled under a fair, 
just, equitable, and lawful distribution of cars. 

It dees not consider certain so-called “‘ foreign 
railway fuel cars furnished by foreign railroads 
to be loaded for on account of ech foreign rall- 
road, but delivers such foreign cars to such mines 
without charging the same against the percent- 
ages or distributive number of cars to which such 
mines might be entitled under a fair, just, equita- 
bie, and lewful distribution of cars. 

It does not consider certain so-called ‘‘ private 
cars, cars owned or controlled by coal mine 
operators. or owned or controlled by private per- 
sons, firms, or corporations, but delivers such 
private cars to such mines without charging 
same against, but in addition to, the percentages 
or distributive number of cars which such mines 
might be entitled to under a fair, just, equitable, 
and lawful distribution of cars. 


Loss Caused by Car Shortage. 

The petitien prays that foreign railway 
fuel cars and private cars be included 
in the number of available cars and charged 
against the percentage of the mines receiv- 
ing them. 

“The nature of the demand for Illinois 
bituminous coal is such that the mines can 
be worked at full capacity only about six 
‘months of the year,” said Mr. Traer in 
explaining the complaint. Last year 
45.000,000 tons were mined in an average of 
196 working days—a daily capacity of 
240,000 tons for about 440 shipping coal 
mines. This was a 20 per cent increase over 
the previous year. The great part of busi- 
ness falls in the winter, and thén the great 
shortage of cars has caused logs of time. 
The loss of time in the summer is inevitable. 

Western bituminous coal is mined as it 
ig sold; it cannot be stored nor hauled long 
distances, for it breaks up easily. So the 
mines have to depend upon the railroads 
upon which they are located. The creat bulk 
of coal is sold on annual contracts, princi- 
pally to railroads and manufacturers. The 
railroads maintain a system of car distribu- 
tion whereby the mines at which they place 
their contracts receive cars in the summer 
without having them charged against them 
in the winter. The awarding of contracts 
Also lets certain mines work in the summer 
and so increases their capacity an the 
number of cars that might be assigned to 
them in the winter. So, to get cars in the 
winter, the mines were forced to bid low on 
railroad contracts and to give over a lawful 
and remugerative profit on railroad con- 
tracts. 


Contracts Given to Jobbers. 


Then, too, certain roads which serve the 
coal producing sections do not give con- 
tracts to the mines, but let them out to big 
jobbers, who hold no stock in any mines. The 
jobbers force the operators to sell coal at 
ruinous prices and at from 5 to 10 cents less 
than the railroad pays the jobbers. In re- 
turn the jobbers get large contracts with 
railroads not in the coal producing district 
and the first road receives its gain in the way 
of freight on such coal shipped. 

“It this sort of discrimination continues, 
competition already keen will become ruinous 
in Illinois, and the operators will have to 
go ont of business and sell the mines to the 
railroads to be moncpolized. Under the Hep- 
burn act the roads cannot hold the mines, 
so this will mean that Illinois, from being 
the second coal producing state in the union, 
will drop far down in the scale. 

The directors and officers of almost every 
rallr in the state are heavily interested in 
the coal mines along their lines. We should 
have a statute to prohibit this and Gov. 
Deneen could do nothing better than to frame 
a state law to govern interstate commerce 
in the same manner in which the Hepburn act 
will regulate interstate ‘commerce. The 
question was important enough to command 
the close attention of President Roosevelt 
and Gov. Deneen might profitably follow his 
lead for the benefit of Illinois.”

The toast, which 
was drunk standing, was followed by the 
singing of America.“ President Harry Pratt 
Judson of the Wniversity of Chicago re- 
sponded to the toast to Emperor William. 

We toast the German emperor as the first 
statesman of Europe,” said Br. Judson. 
Emperor William is the exponent of Ger- 
man democracy. It is a strange fact that 
democracy this country means czarism. 
Emperor William is a clean, high minded, 
honorable man. Der kaiser! Er lebe 
hoch!’ ” , 

As the glasses were lifted all joined in sing- 
ing Die Wacht am Rhein.“ The principal 
speech was delivered by Prof. Hugo Muen- 
sterberg of Harvard university. He spoke in 
German and declared the kaiser was right in 
his contention that the nation with the larg- 
est fleet speaks the last word.

The firemen risked their 
lives in entering the burning building and 
rolling out three barrels of gasoline. By hard 
work the firemen prevented a spread of the 
flames to the elevated road structure, The 
loss was estimated at $1,000.

RIVER YIELDS SECOND VICTIM; 
THEORIES: SUICIDE, ACCIDENT. 


Josephine Malone’s Body Found Under 
Ice at Janesville, Wis.—Murder Re- 
port Discredited. 


Janesville, Wis., Jan. 25.—The body of 
Josephine Malone, a dressmeker, who dis- 
appeared Wednesday night, was found in the 
river here today beneath a slad of ice. 

The woman wore a heavy black skirt and 
jacket. Her hat was missing and likewise the 
glove from the left hand. The glove on the 
right hand was half off. There was no trace 
of violence, and examination showed death 
due to drowning. It is not known whether 
she jumped or fell into the river. The mur- 
der theory is discredited. State’s Attorney 
Fisher has ordered a-private investigation, 
but will not call a coroner’s jury. 

Miss Malone was between forty and forty- 
five years old and moved here from a farr. 
seven miles north several years ago. The 
last seen of her was when she was leaving 
the residence of the Hayes famliy soon after 
9 o'clock, starting for home over the Court 
street bridge. 

The Court street bridge is the one on which 
Madeline Odell Clayton is supposed to have 
met her death. a ; 

Miss Malone’s body was found a few hun- 
dred feet below the place where Mrs. Ciay- 
ton’s body lay. 

Mrs. Mary Carrigan is an old friend of Miss 
Martone, living at 517 Washington boulevard, 
Chicago. She could not throw any light on 
the case, but said Miss Malone had no reason 
for suicide. However, she said the woman 
was subject to epileptic seizures and may 
have fallen into the river by accident. Miss 
Malone used to live at 15 Loomis street, in 
Chicago. '

Dr. Evans Urges Pursuit of Ag- 
riculture in Chicago. 


ADVICE T0 ILLINOIS ALUMNI. 


James Says State University Leads in 
: Athletic Purity. 


2 —— 
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President Bdmund Janes James of the Un- 
versity of Illinois and Health Commissioner 
Evans were thé speakers at the twenty-sec- 
ond annual banquet of the Chicago alumni 
of .the state university in the Palmer house 
last night. 

Dr. Evans, who is an alumnus of the unt- 
versity, told of the great field open to the unt- 
versity, in fostering agricultural pureuits in 
the city of Chicago and the surrounding 
country. Dr. James, inspired by a resolution 
in favor of the seven game football schedule, 
passed with enthusiastic cheers, discussed 
vigorously the-athletic situation at Illinois. 

Though ſt ia not generally known, Cook 
county is one of the richest agricultural coun- 
ties in the state of Tilinois,”’ said Dr. Evans. 
“The farms are most productive and their 
area islarge. There are, however, few coun- 
ties in the state which are capable of greater 
proportionate progress in this line. 


Wants Reclamation at Home. 


“The city {s such an enormous consumer 
of vegetable products that it is dependent on 
other parts of the country for many things 
which could be just as well raised in Cook 
county. The city misses one great oppor- 
tunity to ald this industry by wastefully dis- 
posing of its by-products. These waste 
products should through agriculture be con- 
verted into food products, thus keeping at 
home great sums of money, 

With the aid of the University of Illinois 
agricultural college, I think we can convert 
into valuable property, both to its owner 
and to the community, large tracts of land 
ingide and outside the city limits, which now 
lie idle and unproductive. We are devoling 
much energy to the problem of keeping clean 
and healthful the innumerable vacant lots 
throughout the city and the great expanses 
of unimproved land on the outskirts. We 
never can solve this problem by censure, or 
opprobrium, but I think we can solve it by 
appealing to the self-interest of the people, 
by showing them the lands which now con- 
stitute Habilities may be converted into 
assets.“ 

Dr. Evans also praised the work of the 
university in investigating the fundamental 
causes of the smoke nuisance, in which, he 
said, it had done more work and accom- 
plished more than any institution in the 
world. * 


Denies Part in Controversy. 


President James said he would take pleas- 
ure in Conveying to the university senate the 
resolution in favor of the seven game rule. 
He resented, however, the way in which he 
had been made prominent in the controversy 
by the statements of a Chicago newspaper. 

I consider athletics an important but not 
a fundamental part of college life,“ he said. 
“And especially do I consider the question 
ofa five or a seven game football schedule 
of secondary importance. The reports cir- 

lated that I had taken any part in any con- 
spiracy such as was asserted by the Chicago 
Inter Ocean are ‘ 

“ The 8 of Tilinois has been in- 
gularly free from scandals such as have 
shaken other universtties and I attribute this 
largely to the entire harmony between the 
faculty, the students, and Mr. Huff and 
others in charge of athletics. I say with 
certainty that athletics at Illinois are abso- 
lutely clean, and they are as far ahead of 
those of our sister universities in the west as 
those of the west are ahead of those of the 
east, and that is saying a ere deal. 

“TI hope above all else Hlinois will go 
before the world as a unit for whatever the 
senate shall decide on. I do not think it is 
the province of the university senate to de- 
vote the major part of its time to athletics, 
But I would take their judgment of any 
matter in this ine as entitled to much more 
consideration than that of the students, the 
faculty, the trustees, or the alumni.“ 

President James also told of the urgent 
financial needs of the university.

BREAKS NECK 10 FOOL GUARD 


Death of William Hamlin in Re- 
formatory Thus Explained. 


LEAPS FROM HIS CELL DOOR. 


Superintendent Says Surgeons Oper- 
ated to Save His Life. 


Pontiac, III, Jan. 25.—[Special.}j—In a 
statement made public today M. M. Mallarx. 
superintendent of the Illinois State refarma- 
tory, says the death of Wiliam Hamlin, 
which is to be investigated, was caused by 
injuries, self-inflicted. Supt. Mallary de- 
clares Hamlin leaped from the top of his cell 
door and fractured the vertebrae of his neck. 
An operation by a prominent surgeon, says 
the report, falled to save the young man's 
life. The statement in full follows: 

“William Hamlin, register No. 7467, and 
anofher inmate planned to escape from 
the reformatory on the night of the 238d of 
December, 1907. Young Hamlin was em- 
ployed in the blacksmith shop half a day 
and went to school half a day. He suc- 
ceeded in smuggling from the blacksmith 
shop: into his, cell a piece of inch gas pipe 
about two feet long, two files, and two 
chisels. These were all found concealed in 
the mattress of his bed with the exception 
of one file and one chisel. . 


In Solitary Confinement. 

The bars of their cells were nearly sawed 
in two when they were detected. As punish- 
ment for this offense the young men were 
placed in solitary confinement. On the night 
of December 26 a guard was called into young 
Hamlin's cell to attend to his wants. He left 
the cell for a moment to step out into the hall. 
While he was out Hamlin quickly climbed up 


on the bars in the inside of his cell door and: 


with the shout of ‘Here goes nothing’ he 
made a side leap to the concrete floor of his 
cell, a distance of probably seven feet, strik- 
mi on his head and fracturing one of the 
yertebres of his neck. He afterward claimed 
that he was not injured and was only trying 
to fool the guard. Hamlin was removed to 
the institution hospital. 

Dr. Marshall, the reformatory surgeon, 
was called and when it was discovered his 
injury was serious Dr. Graham, a Chicago 
surgeon was summoned, who assisted Dr. 
Marshall, with the help of two other Pontiac 
surgeons, in perforraing an operation, and 
the injured part ot the spine was removed. 

“This operation was not performed until 
the consent of the boy himself had been se- 
cured, as well as that of his mother, who had 


been sent for ut Quincy, and had arrived. 


The operation: was performed as the only 
hope of saving the life of the young man. 


Biamed Himself for Death. 

“Hamlin died on the night of the 1#th of 
January, 1908. He admitted that he intended 
to have killed the guard in making ‘his es- 
cape if necessary to do po, and also stated 
that he had no one to blame for his death 
but himself. 

“* According to the Quincy papers the police 
records show that he had twice before at- 
tempted to commit suicide while in the jail 
of that oity awaiting trial on a charge of 
burglary. Hamlin’s mother stated that it 
was her belief that the young man was at 
times mentally unbalanced and that she had 
requested the court to send him to an insane 
asylum instead of sending him to the re- 
formatory. 

“ Hamlin wes a large, powerful young man, 
nearly 6 feet tal and weighing about 160 
pounds. He was sent here by the Circuit 
court from Adams county on a charge of 
burgiery June 10, 1907. The board of man- 
‘agers of the Illinois State reformatory will 


| make a carfeul investigation into the case 


of the death of young Hamlin. This investi- 
gation will take place Monday, Jan. 27, 1908, 
at 2:30 p. m. The mother of the young man 
hes been notified.”

James Hartnett asked Judge McEwen if he 
could not put off the reading of the opinion 
until some time next week, as Elbridge Han- 
ecy, one of Cooke's attorneys, was engaged

The judge said he couldn't. as the calendar 
was crowded with other cases. Mr. Hart- 
nett asked him if he could set an hour for 
the reading of the opinion, and when Judge 
McEwen said this also would not be possible

The importance to the public of the ques- 
tions involved.“ said Judge McEwen, “makes 
it seem wisest that the court read its views. 
Therefore it will read the decision and the 
motion just presented will be ruled on later.“ 


Irresistible. Conclusion. 
The decision said in part: 


It is an irresistible conclusion that the 


great weight of authority is in favor of juris- 
diction of habeas corpus to discharge from 
imprisonment where the court, by reason of a 
vitally defective verdict or.charge, has lost 
the authority ta enter a valid judgment, 
and in the habeas corpus proceedings it is 
the duty of the court to inquire whether the 
verdict is merely defective or void. 

This leads us to the final question here, 
and the only question proper to be consid- 
ered: ‘Is the verdict finding the defendant 
guilty of conspiracy. in manner and form as 
charged in the indictment a defective verdict, 
and, if defective, does it utterly fail to 
designate a crime?’ 

“In law a general verdict of guilty upon 
the indictment is sufficient.: If a crime has 
a well known and understood designation 
a finding of guilty of the particular crime 
by its name is sufficient, providing that is 
the crime, charged in the indictment. If, 
however, a crime has no word or name 
which distinguishes it from other crimes 
and consists of various acts and intent, and 
the jury by its verdict goes beyond the mere 
finding of guilty, it must specify ,sufficient 
to designate the crime in its verdict. 


Indictment Found Sufficient. 


“The indictment in this case charges that 
the defendant did unlawfully and, intending 
the county of Cook to cheat ana defraud, did 
falsely and fraudu:ently conspire with others 
to obtain of Cook county $50,000 by false pre- 
tenses, or, in other words, that they com- 
bined with the intent to cheat and defraud, 
and did combine to ebtain money by false 
pretenses. 

“As all cheats at common law were in- 
dictable, the early law of conspiracy to 
cheat and defraud was limited to certain par- 
ticular objects affecting the pubiic.. We 
have seen that an indictment which charges 
a conspiracy to obtain money by false pre- 
tenses, the object being criminal, is a suf- 
ficient indictment, and the indictmént:in this 
case must be treated as an indictment of 
conspiracy to accomplish an unlawful ob- 
ject—namely: the obtaining of money by 
false pretenses. : 


Meaning of Oonspiracy.“ 

„ There is much room for argument and 
dispute. upon the question of whether the 
word ‘conspiracy’ can’ be treated as a des- 
ignation of a particular offense of those 
classes of conspfracy which were indictable 
at the common law, but inasmuch as our 
statute has prescribed that any persons who 
violate the specified inhibitions shall be 
deemed guilty of ‘ conspiracy,’ I am forced to 
the conclusion that to the extent of the acts 
enumerated in the statute, at least, the find- 
ing of guilty of conspiracy is the finding of 
a crime particularized and defined as a con- 


-gpiracy, and if the indictment or any of its 


counts be within the statute the verdict 
‘guilty of conspiracy’ is sufficientiy certain 
to carry with it the meaning that the jury 
found the fact of iracy, according to 
the indictment, under the statute. 


» Conclusions in Brief. 
From a full consideration of this record 
before the court, and a careful hearing of the 
arguments on behalf of relator and respond- 
emt, and an examination of the authorities, 
I am ferced to the following conclusions: | 

“That all the questions raised except 
the one going to the ‘jurisdiction to enter 
judgment upon the verdict are questions of 
pleading and procedure only, not subject to 
review upon habeas corpus, and are con- 
cluded by the final judgment of the Criminal 
court of Cook county and the Appellate and 
Supreme courts of: Illinois. 

“That the question of the sufficiency of 
the verdict to authorize the judgment going 
to the jurisdiction of the Criminal court ig 
one proper to be considered upon habeas 
corpus in the Superior court of Cook county 


a a question of jurisdiction. 


“That the verdict of conspiracy under 
the indictment in this case is a sufficient fing- 
ing of guilt, and the sentence of the court, 
viewed in connection with the indictment and 
verdict, is a valid. binding judgment.

— it was known that the business 
was slow, it is said tlie officials were startled 
Friday at the completion of taking stock and 
accounts for the new year. Immediately the 
officials called their attorney into consul- 
tation, and Friday night notices were mailed 
notifying every creditor in a general way of 
the condition and requesting that they meet 
“to talk it over.“ 

The involved concern is a family corpora- 
tion practically, none but members of the 
family of Monroe Heath, deceased, who es- 
tablished the business in 1851, being inter- 
ested. There were Milligan interests for 
some time after the elder Heath started the 
business, but these interests were taken over 
by the Heaths years ago. 

Ernest W. Heath, president of the com- 
pany, has been confined to his residence, 4847 
Kimbark avenue, with the grip for several 
days, and, while his name was not attached 
to the notices sent out, he has been kept 
posted on everything that has transpired, 
and it has met with his approval. Arthur 


M. Heath, 182 Hyde Park boulevard, is sec- 


retary and treasurer, and Elliott Durand, re- 
siding at 5712 Rosalie court, brother-in-law 
of the Heaths, is vice president. ( 


Pioneer Paint House in City. 

Monroe Heath was the pioneer in the paint 
business in Chicago and for a long time after 
beginning had practically no competition. In 
late years the competition has been sharp. 
But at that stockholders point out that the 
concern would not be asking for extension 
of credits now, had not the fire of 1906 caused 
such a heavy loss. The building was only 
partly insured, and a structure was erected 
on the ruins that ate up the concern’s.capital 
of $500,000. Matters were progressing fair- 
ly well on borrowed money until the financial 
stringency delayed customers in settling their 
bills. 

It is hoped that with an extension of time 
from the creditors and a disposition on the 
part of debtors to settle promptly, the con- 
cern will come out uninjured. Creditors will 
not admit that there is any suggestion to 
close the firm up. The First National bank 
is said to be one of the largest creditors 
Oscar Rosenberg, president of the Standard 
Varnish company, admits that his concern 
is a creditor to the extent of $385,000. 

„We don’t expect any unfavorable action 
from our creditors,” said a stockholder. 
„ We have dealt with these men for many 
years; they know we are honest, and realiz: 
that we have been a source of big revenue 
to them. Likewise the banks have mada 
earnings loaning .us money. Until the last 
few months we always have discounted our 
bills. For some years back our business has 
ranged between $2,000,000 and $3,900,000 an- 
nually. Our plant is the finest in the world 
and we will be all right as soon as we can 
recover our breath.” 

Lawyer Says Firm Is Solvent. 

“The Heath & Milligan firm ‘s not insolv- 
ent.“ said Attorney Hollett. About a year 
ago it suffered a piece of bad luck—the burn- 
ing of its plant. Since then it has rebuilt 
a plant that is the finest thing of its kind 
in the world.

Speaker Gives Advice to Young and 
Assails the Professions. 


The object of the Chicago 3,000,000 club was 
decried by Samuel Alschuler in à talk yester- 
day before the members of the Irish Fellow- 
ship club at the weekly luncheon at Vogel- 
sang’s restaurant. He deprecated the influx 
of young men and women from the country 


districts and aeserted only one in 10.000 Wins 


the success they set out to attain inthe great 
cities. 

The speaker’s subject was What to Do 
with Our Boys.“ He answered the question 
by urging that the youth of the country take 
up farming and learn a trade instead of 
flocking to the great cities. 

What to do with our boys hag puzzled the 
sages for years, said the speaker. And it 
is a problem in the nature of things, for none 
of ue comes into this world, I suppose, with 
a life vocation, 

“It is wonderful how this and other great 
cities like magnets draw the young men and 
women of the country. And it is still more 
wonderful how they manage to live when 
they get here. 

Would Overcrowd the Ant Hill. 

“There has been organized in this city 
a 8,000,000 club, with the object of in- 
creasing Chicago’s populatiog to that num- 
ber and more. What possible good can 
come of bringing: into, the, city so many 
people? Here we are, in a limited. terri- 


tory, already packed in and crowded to- 


gether like so mauy ants. Just think of. it! 

“And this club’ wants to raise the popula- 
tion to 3,000,000, and then to 4,000, 000, and 
$5,000,000, and, so om ad infinitum. I re- 
peat, what good can come ofthis? To crowd 
more human beings into this. limited area 
called the vity means a diminution of the 
possibilities of making a living for all the 
rest. It means misery will result for the 
many. 

“The nation with small cities of, say, a 
half million people each, is: fan better off. 
Our rural population is flocking to Chica- 
go and other great cities in search of suc- 
cess and happiness. Let me tell you, there 
is more happiness in’ less thickly settled 
communities of the country districts than 
in the cities. 


Sees National Danger. 

“This is a problem which the Americdn 
government sooner or later must reckon with. 
Here we are more than 2,000,000 people in 
Chicago and practically none of us is a pro- 
ducer of things that go to keep body and 
soul together. It is a situation fraught with 
great danger. 

The professions are overcrowded, espe- 
cially the lawyer’s profession. There are 
6.000 lawyers in Chicago, and I am ashamed 
to say it. One-tenth of them would be 
enough. 

Instead of flocking to the cities the young 
men ought to take up farming and learn 
trades. Fond parents should remember only 
one in 10,000 of those who seek financial and 
social success in the great cities ever attain 
their goal. 

The trades ought to have a greater share 
of the keen minds of the country than they 
have. The great trades and the profession 
of agriculture, which I consider the most 
important in the world, should absorb just 
as bright and keen men as tiie professions. 


Advice to Young: Learn Trade. 


“Trades must be elevated to a higher 
level, 
them now that must be removed. My ad- 
vice to the young is to keep away from the 
big cities and shun the professions. Learn 
a trade and take up agriculture. Get back 


to nature.“

On the strength of a charge that 
Attorney Robert E. Cantwell, brother-intaw 
of the missing banker, is conspiring with the 
banker to evade the summons to appear in 
court, Judge Bethea issuedan order that Mr.

DANGEROUS TOOLS In SCHOOL 


Lathes Purchased a Year Ago Are 
Condemned by Instructors. 


PENSION FOR VLD; TEACHER. 


Dr. W. A. Evans Justifies Action in 
Case of Hopkins Children. 


A dozen woodworking lathes which, in the 
opinion of instructors at the Lake High 
school are ‘‘ improper tools for a boy to use, 
and even dangerous, form a part of the 
equipment furnished the school. 

The lathes were purchased in February, 
1907, in spite of the refusal of Robert M. 
Smith, supervisor off manual training, to 
recommend them and over his urgent protest. 
It has been necessary to use them continu- 
ously in the school shop since last September. 

These facts have just come to light in a 
report to be presented to the board of edu- 
cation by Principal Edward F. Stearns and 
several of the instructors at the Lake High 
school. The report urges that the lathes be 
replaced and that the terms of the board’s 
contract with E. H. Sheldon & Co. be en- 
forced. = 
The lathes were purchased of the Sheldon 
firm at a cost of $720. When it was proposed 
that the bid be accepted Mr. Smith wrote to 
Chief Engineer Waters, saying he would not 
reco end the machines and protesting that 
they re,not proper apparatus to place in 
the hands of high school pupils. This protest 
was disregarded. The order was passed by 
the buildings and grounds committee and 
afterward by the board. 

Lathes Said to Be Defective. , 


list of ‘imperfections, which are intelligible 
only to one familiar with a machine shop. 
In effect, however, it states that the lathes 
are built too lightiy, the adjustments are 
badly arranged and loosen readily, and the 
machines are neither well balanced nor

He referred 
to a statement by the Rev. John Boyd, for 
twelve years pastor of the Firat Presbyterian 
church, made in his farewell address. 

have my suspicions about Evanston,” 
the pastor said. I have wondered whether 
in this community of big, successful business 
men and sweet, cultured women, you could 
find resistante enough to order and sobriety 
sufficient evil to develop the gtrongest type 
of personality. 

“I believe the intelligence and moral en-

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Although an enormous 
amount of French capital is at present 
awaiting investment, the representative of a 
first class American bond house said this 
week he did not believe that if American 
financiers were acquainted with the local 
conditions they would make such frantic 
efforts to break into the Paris market. 

They speak of frenzied finance in Amer- 
lea.“ said the banker, and of the enormous 
profit made by American financiers. I can 
say this is absolutely nothing when com- 
pared to the profits of French bankers. The 
French banking monopoly is one of the great- 
est and most stringent in the world. : 

Only Six Big Paris Banks. 

“In New York we count banks by the 
scores, any one of which is ready to float 
a good sized loan at a moderate rate. In 
Paris there are just six banks capable of 
floating a large loan, and the profits they de- 
mand are enough to make American finan- 
ciers throw up their hands in horror. 

“In floating the loan for a first class rail- 


road, for example, an American bank {s 


satisfied with a fraction of lpercent. French 
bankers floating a large loan on gilt edge 
American securities, have been known to 
demand as much as 5 and even 6 per cent, 
This is naturally in excess of the various 
taxes om such issues charged by the govern- 
ment. 
Unjust to Latin-Americans. 
“What these banks charge their South 


\ American clients is something frightful. 


Personally, I know of one case where a 
South American railrodd brought out in 
Paris a large issue of 6 per cents. They 
reached the public at over ninety, but all the 
railroad got after paying the South American 
agents and the Paris bankers who handled 
them was in the neighborhood of fifty.

AMERICAN TORPEDO BOATS

CHICAGO GETS IDEAS IN BERLIN. 


Investigation as to Municipal Beautifi- 
cation Being Made at Request of 
D. H. Burnham. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25.—An investigation is be- 
ing made here in response to a request from 
Daniel H. Burnham of Chicago to give to 
America the benefit of Berlin’s large experi- 
ence in the work of municipal beautification. 

The inquiry, which was set on foot through 
the United States government. has for its 
object the gathering of information bearing 
on phases of Berlin's work of civic im- 
provement, including the placing and up- 
building of residential districts, , the design- 
ing of parks, playgrounds, and boulevards, 
and the municipal control of public and pri- 
vate architecture and various other aoctivyi- 
ties. 

It u the intention to handle the subject 
comprehensively, dealing both with the ad- 
ministrative and esthetic problems involved. 
The services of a specialist in this branch of 
municipal aetivity has been enlisted. It is 
expected that the report. which probably will 
be forwarded to Chicago next month, will 
embrace a complete summary of Berlin's 
methods in this department of city building,

England Prepares to Concentrate En- 
tire Regular Army.

LONDON, Jan. 26.—It is by roundabout 
means that Englishmen usually learn first of 
crises within the empire, Such a warning 
comes now in the shape of ordere from the 
war office to the officers of auxiliary forces 
throughout Great Britain. They state that 
mobilization must be made immediately pos- 
sible and the recipients are instructed to be 
prepared to join forces on receipt of tele- 
graphic orders. ‘ 

They must keep the adjutante informed of 
the movements and not go beyond the reach 
of telegrams. Ground for this extraordinary 
action is the fact the government is alarmed 
by the growing unrest in India. The war 
office completed a scheme of throwing a large 
force of men into the country, numbering, if 
necessary, the entire regular army. The 
auxiliary forces will then be used on garrison 
duty in all parts of the empire whence the 
regulars are withdrawn. 

The danger of an uprising in India, prompt- 
ed by the Transvaal's treatment of Indian 
residents, has grown rapidly, as was in- 
evitable, and the government is compelled to 
prepare for any emergency. 

A sinister turn has been given to the situ- 

ation by certain homecomments. It has been 
hinted the last few daye that the action of 
the Boer majority in the Transvaal was actu- 
‘ated by a desire to embroil the home govern 
ment with India. 
This interpretation of Boer motives in re- 
turn for British magnanimity in giving home 
government to the Transvaal is not widely 
accepted, even by the government's critica. 


MAYOR OF ROME DECIDES 
TO SAVE AURELIAN WALLS. 


English Women Join Forces with an 
American in Efforts to Have Them 
Torn Down,

ROME. Jan. 25.—-The mayor of Rome has 
decided to prevent a further demolition of 
the Aurelian walis. Giornale points out it is 
not Italians but the foreigners who are re- 
sponsible for the vandalism already perpe- 
trated, and declares two Englishwomen and 
an American man were culprits, and unveils

The 
American exercised his persuasive arts on 
officials with the result that the walle were 
derholished. The English women now havea 
short cut fo each other’s houses and the 
American is already selling out at a good 
profit, while Italians are indignantly blam- 
ing their friends, the Romans, for their van-

GERMANS WANT LARGE WAVY 


Advocates of Greater Sea Power 
Hope to Rank Second. 


BUILDING 7 DREADNOUGHTS. 


By 1920 Thirty-two of These Monsters 
Are Expected. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Jan. B.- German advocates of a 
powerful navy do not conceal their pleasure 
in their confident expectation that Germany 
before long will rank second to Great Britain 
only as a naval power. 

They point out that estimates for 1908 pro- 
vide for nine new battleships, whereof two, 


each of 18,000 tons displacement, are prac- 


tically ready; four armored cruisers, two of 
which are practically complete; six small 
cruisers, twenty-four destroyers, and seven 
submarines. 


Building Seven Dreadnoughts. 

The remaining seven battleships which 
are now under construction or to be laid 
down in 1908 belong to the Dreadnought 
type, with a displacement of at least 18,500 
tons. They claim the rate of building even 
the largest type of battleship in just over 
three years, which is two years less than 
France requires, somewhat less than the 
United States, and, according to Secretary 
of the Navy Tirpits, for all purposes as 
quickly as England. Taking the new navy 
bill as a basis, they calculate that Germany 
at the end of 1914 will have afloat sixteen 
new battleships of the Dreadnought type, 
five armored cruisers of the Invincible type, 
supported by ten battleships of 13,200 tons, 
none more than 12 years old, two armored 
cruisers of 11,600 tons, just 8 years old. 
Added to these would be ten battleships of 
the Wittelsbach and reconstructed Kaiser 
classes, with six armored cruisers of a by 
no means obsolete type, no vessel being more 
than 18 years old. 


Co Construct Four Annually. 

The vote of 1911, it is estimated, will 
amount to £18,060,000 out of a total naval 
vote of 28. 088,000, and if the policy of con- 
structing four large battleships is annually 
continued as this party has determined it 
shall continue, and if their efforts can pro- 
vail, the German navalites look forward to 
seeing Germany at the end of 1920 with a fleet 
of forty-seven battleships, of which thirty 
two will be of more than 18,000 tons, together 
with twenty large armored cruisers.

Germany’s Colonial Secretary Witnesses 
a Demonstration of Land Sys- 
tem at Nauen.

BERLIN, Jan. 25.—Colonial Secretary 
Dernburg was a witness of a unique demon- 
stration of the “hurry up” possibilities of 
the German land wireless telegraph system 
and a demonstration at the big central sta- 
tion in Nauen early this week. He saw the 
military. wireless station, especially desig- 
nated for colonial use, fully set up. Within 
fifteen minutes after the command for put- 
ting it up was given communication was es- 
tablished bx means of the Morse apparatus 
with a station twenty miles distant. He was 
informed that the maximum transmission 
capacity of such an ‘emergency station, 
which, with all its paraphernalia, weighed 
only 440 pounds, is about sixty-five miles.

Paris Hostelries Dependent on Ameri- 
can Trade Have Balances on the 
Wrong Side of the Ledger.

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Paris hotels largely de- 
pendent on American trade are undergoing 
the hardest times in years. Hotels which be- 
fore the money flurry in the United States 
were charging triple rates and turning per- 
sons away are now unable to pay expenses. 
Five dollar rooms are offered at $2 and less. 

The manager of a hotel near Place de 
’Btoile said this week he had three guests 
he knew were unable to pay their bills, but 
he was keeping them for the sake of appear- 
ances. In another ultrafashionable hostelry 
near Place Vend6éme there are only forty- 

ee guests. They have the entire staff 
aGaiting their orders and the manager has 
given instructions that they have everything 
they wish and that particular care be taken 
that none leaves. 

“While we chiefly miss customers from 
the United States,“ said the manager of a 
large hotel, “ visitors from other countries 
also are scarce. The American stringency. 
evidently had a bad effect on the moneyed 
clase all over the world. The less expensive 
hotels continue to do a normal busirfess, but 
high priced places, not only in Paris but in 
the south of France, are doing little busi- 
ness.

Birthday Celebrations of German 
Ruler Start in Berlin. 


Honoring Wilhelm. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25.—Emperor William to- 
day started? the celebrations in connection 
with the beginning of his fiftieth year, which 
will take place on Monday; his birthday, by 
opening here a unique exposition arranged 
in his honor. This consists of a loan exhi- 
bition of forty masterpieces of British art, 
valued at $3,500,000, at the Prussian Royal 
Academy of Arts. . 

The pictures were brought from England 
. with the consent of the owners. Among these 
are J. Pierpont Morgan, the duke of West- 
minster, Charles Wertheimer, Alfred Roths- 
child, Lord Swaythling, William Lockett 
Agnew, and Henry Oppenheim. The collec- 
tion comprises masterpieces by Romney, 
Lawrence, Raeburn, Reynolds, Gainsbor- 
ough, and Hoppner.. Some. never have been 
exhibited publicly before. 

Prof Kramf’s Idea. 

The exposition originally was arranged by 
Prof. Kramf, president of the Royal acad- 
emy, and Count Seckendorff, but it was only 
when Emperor William manifested special 
interest in the project that some of the own- 
| ers consented to part with their treasures...

AIRSHIPS FOR WAR SERVICE 
SOUGHT IN PARIS BY JAPAN. 


French Expert in Aerostatics Says Dirig- 
ible Balloons Will Play Important 
Part in Future Battles. 


PARIS, Jan. 25.—Japan has the intention 
according to rumor, of buying two army 
airships here to be models, it is said, for 
building a fleet of airships in Japan. In- 
guiries at the Japanese embassy and air- 
ship builders today elicited no information. 

Regarding the employment of airshipgin a 
military campaign, however, M. Julliot, one 
of the leading constructive experts and chief 
engineer at Messrs. Lebaudy’s aerostatic 
establishment at Moissan, said: 

“Airships will prove invaluable as scouts. 
They can carry, with the necessary precau- 
tions, from 1,000 to 1,200 pounds of explosives. 
A single airship, equipped for military opera- 
tions, would prove as effective as an army 
of 50,000 men. They would cause an enor- 
mous saving in war material. In peace the 
airship may explore new countries where 
locomotion is difficult or dangerous.“ 

M. Kapferer, at present specially engaged 
on behalf of M. Henri Deutsch dela Meurthe 
iri the study of airships, when asked regard- 
ing their practical military use, said: 

In my opinion airships are destined to 
take the place of cavalry. Whether they will 
ever be used to drop explosives I do not know. 
It is certain, at all events, that an entirely 
new scheme of constructing forts would have 
to be invented, to guard against attacks from 
the air.“ 


ITALIANS BAND TOGETHER 
TO FIGHT MATRIMONY. 


Fearing a Law to Compel Them to 
Wed Their Sweethearts, They Start 
a Fund to Oppose It. 


MILAN, Jan. 25.—The fifth annual con- 
gress of bachelors has taken place near 
Padua. It was promoted by an association 
of men who have sworn never to submit to 
the yoke of matrimony. 

There are 400 members of the association, 
among them being many Italians settled in 
America. 

About seventy bachelors attended the con- 
gress, and the proceedings showed that if 
the members are opposed to the bondage of 
matrimony they do not consider that théir 
oath compels them to hold entirely aloof 
from female society. 

They fear, indeed, that a certain govern- 
ment bill might, in special circumstances, 
compel them to marry their.sweethearts, and, 
accordingly, one of the principal decisions of 
congress wat that the “association should 
strenuously oppose the contemplated legisla- 
tion.

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CHEAT KING AT BRIDGE. 


He Leaves Card Table and Then 
the House When He Loses;

LONDON, Jan. 15.—During the recent holl- 
days the duke of 3 presented to 
the Van Alens at a hon house in York- 
shire. The story is going the rounds that 
Van Alen is seeking an alliance with British | 
nobility, : : 

Leinster and Miss Van Alen, it is whin- 
pered, fought shy of each other, greatly to 
the chagrin of papa. The duke comes of the 
proudest race in Great Britain. His late 
mother, the most beautiful won of her 
day, was the eldest daughter the pres- 
ent earl of Feversham, a house that is 
known for its haughtiness and its poverty. 
Nor were her grace’s financial circumstances 
improved by marrying the late duke of Lein- 
ster, as in thuse days the estates of the Des- 
monds in Ireland were heavily incumbered. 
Indeed, when the duchess went into Dub- 
lin shops she was a wholly unwelcome visi- 
tor, though owing to her loveliness and her 
charm eredit was accorded her. The fate of 
the Desmonds has altered considerably since 
those days, and owing to his long minority 
and the fact that the Desmond estates have 
been wisely managed during the period and 
large portions of them still more advanta- 
geously sold, the present duke is a fairly 
wealthy man, even for his position. 

Miss Van Alen, who was presented at court 
last year, is by no means a beauty; but like 
the typical American girl, she has charm. 

Mr. Van Alen is literally shoveling out 
money on Rushton hall, his princely. seat 
near Kettering, in Northamptonshire. He

The night after his loss he refused to play 
bridge, a practically unheard of action on 
his part, and much comment was caused by 
the fact. Next morning he left the house. 
When next he is sent a list of guests of which 
to approve before a hostess invites them, it 
may be taken as a foregone conclusion that 
the names of the man and woman in ques- 
tion—two prominent individuals in the best 
set—will be ruthlessly cut out. In the king’s 
philosophy you me get money in any way 
under the sun—and truly some of his women 
friends procure this in an amazing way— 
provided they do not cheat at cards or ac- 
tually pick some one else’s pocket. If Lord 
B. of B. buys every one of Lady A.’s hats, as 
he does, by the way, that is of no consequence 
at all. But if you win sixpence unlawfully 
at the bridge table, the king cuts you dead 
for life. 

But I digress. The two people referred 
to as cheating have been going the rounds 
of country houses and it is said we may hear 
more about their IKtle games. 

Winston Churchill's Future. 

Wherever Winston, Mrs. George West's 
son, goes his luggage includes half a dozen 
eases of oxygen, which is administered to 
him from time to time, when his heart gives 
out.

It is for the moment the fashion to be in- 
tellectual in England and the woman who has 
a political salon and invites all sorts and 
conditions of people interested in the cause to 
which she has pinned her faith is the woman 
who is bound to score socially during the next 
season. Mrs. Lulu Harcourt, in consequence 
of her husband’s position in the first instance 
and by right in the second place of hy own 
diplomatic instincts and charm is among the 
American set par excellence the most impor- 
tant political hostess in the liberal cause. 
The duchess of Marlborough had always a 
great desire to shine as a leading light among 
conservative hostesses, but her chances for 
the present at all events are at an end owing 
to her separation from the duke. Lady 
Willoughby d’Eresby, the elder of Mrs. Hig- 
gins’ daughters, is credited with great politi- 
cal aspirations. Of course, Mrs, George 
West is now a bright and particular star in 
the liberal! firmament and without doubt the 
most useful and hard working woman of 
them all. If only she was in possession of 
the really handsome income which is essen- 
tial to carry out political entertaining and 
intriguing properly, she would be one of the 
most powerful women in England and a ter- 
ror. to the party whose interests she ap- 


poses.

Quite the smartest functions here this 
winter are chjldren’s parties.

NO MERCY. TO SUFFRAGETTE 


London Offenders Treated as Ordinary 
Prisoners—Mrs. Sanderson Sees Hope 
of America in Socialism. , 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Jan. 25.—Deepite petitions and 
indignant protests from fellow seuffragists, 
last week's five offenders are being treated 
as ordinary prisoners in Holloway jail. which 
means considerable hardship and suffering. 

Mrs. Cobden Sanderson, speaking of Amer- 
ican women’s interest in suffrage, says it is 
difficult for women to be martyrs in America. 
The men never oppose them actively. Even 
on the suffrage question they are not hostile, 
merely indifferent. Meetings are never brok- 
en up there and the people stay away if not 
approving. The only real opposition to wom- 
an's suffrage comes from the rich idle 
women.” 

These horrid women sign petitions against 
their sex having franchise. So far as meet- 
ing with success in the east, there are two 
claeses of women on whom the chief hope 
of suffrage rests: College girls and laboring 
women. Both are willing to work hard to 
achieve this end, but to my mind women will 
get the vote of America by the way of social- 
ism." 


DESERTERS MAKE HOT FIGHT. 


Three Socialist Soldiers, After Esoaping 
from Barracks, Desperately Resist 
Attempts to Arrest Them. 


PARIS, Jan. 25.—Three socialist soldiers of 
the Fifteenth artillery; at Douai, who had 
been imprisoned for insubordination, recent- 
ly complained bitterly of their cold cell and 
were allowed to sleep in barracks. 

They were hardly out of prison when they 
managed to escape into the road, and hailing 
@ passing cab drove away. 

On reaching a lonely spot they got out and 
knocked the cabman from his box, robbed 
him and made for the nearest railway sta- 
tion. They rushed in just in time to jump 
into a train for Lille, but the station master 
was suspicious and telephoned to Lille, where 
the deserters were met by a detachment of 
infantry with fixed bayonets. 

A desperate struggle ensued, the mutineers 
savagely attacking their comrades and cry- 
ing.

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Speaking of the alleged 
anarchist plot to blow up the American bat- 
tleship fleet in Rio Janeiro harbor, M. 
Monquin, chief of the special brigade of po- 
lice intrusted with the surveillance of anar- 
chists, gave his reason today for believing 
that such an act was contemplated. 

“It is a nétable fact.“ said M. Monquin, 
“that at the time tha American fleet was 
preparing to leave New York fully a score 
of anarchists left France for various North 
and South American ports. We could not 
stop them, as we had nothing definite against 
them, but we immediately informed our col- 
leagues across the Atlantſe, so as to put them 
on their guard. 

“It is conceivable that anarchists like 
those in question—mostly Russian and Ital- 
ians—should formulate a plan to blow up the 
American fleet. They have nothing against 
America, but they desire above all things to

In England the law is less favorable 
to women, and the husband is, outwardly 
at least, the ruler, and the difference lies 
in the following facts. The woman of Amer- 
ica is content with the law and content with 
her husband’s worship, while she does not 
claim to be the companion of his brain nor 
his soul. 

“The English woman despises subserv- 
fence in the man, and, while insisting on his 
greatness, aspires to we the companion of his 
soul, his mind, and his pursuits. The ob- 
vious conclusion that one must come to 
is that the American woman is content with 
a position which, from a certain point of 
view, is a baser one, and the demonstration 
of it is clearly observable from the fact that

„That the American woman is content to 
let politics and business alone is probably 
the result of the luxurious confidence in 
which she is steeped, that she can always 
count on the chivalry and protection of the 
lawmakers of America, a luxurious confi- 
dence which is extrémely becoming to her 
personal appearance, and which prevents 
one meeting ‘in America, at least among the 
well to do classes, 30 many of the harassed, 
furrow lined, intense faces that one does 
among the women of Great Britain, while 
in justice to the men of the United States 
one must concede that so far women have 
had no reason to regret the Confidence they 
have placed in them, while sincerity com- 
pels one to confess that a certain doubt tran- 
scends when ane for a moment contemplates 
what the position. of women in England would 
be if they did not now and then make a dash 
for liberty. 

“The women of America will tell you 
that the reason they do not help their hus- 
bands and brothers in their political career 
is because politics are too corrupt, while 
the idea of assisting in their purification 
does not seem to have occurred to, them; 
end the men will tel: you, even in the pres- 
ent day, that woman who mixes in politics 
le a ‘lobbyist,’ which is tantamount to be- 
ing an adventuress, Mile they look on with 
amused tolerance and treat with mock def- 
erence the clubs of women and that newly 
added horror to the world, the club woman. 


Still Treated as a Child. 


“Whether the American women have re- 
allzed that to enter the fleld of politics is 
to soil their hands, or whether the men 
‘realize that they could not reveal the se- 
crets of ‘graft’ without soiling their wom, 
en’s minds, is also too large @ question to 
deal with at once; but the fact remains that 
while worshiped, petted,, admired; and 
spoiled the American woman is treated by 
the American man as a child and a chat- 
tel—a beautiful, rare chattel, which is never 
to be allowed to know that it is a thattel, 
but a chattel nevertheless. 

“The American man does not want her 
to mix in his polities or his business; she 
is the companion ‘of his leisure hours, and 
he lets her have everything on earth that 
she desires and do everything under thes 
that she wants to do in order that she should 
not interfere with his business. That she 
occasionally resents this position was illus- 
trated lately by a doctor suing for a separa- 
tion because his wife insisted on coming into 
the consulting room during the visits. of 
women patients. Our American sisters seem 
content with their lot, which our English 
ones do not.’’

In “The Witching Hour” 
Thomas has trod ever s0 | on the 
toes of a half dosen cults. He invited 
the critictem of a thousand cranks. He has 
appealed to the fascination of the mysteri- 
ous that every superstitious mother's son 
goknowledges. In a word he has had some. 
thing to say regarding psychic forces, and

et that popular commodity known as food 


He has set the brains of the 
country to work. and they are working in his 


interest. 

“The Witching Hour” is popularly pre- 
gamed to be built upon a theme of which 
telepathy isthe oenter and circumference. 
‘But in reality telepathy ise a mere incident 
fm the metaphysics of a play that touches 
won hypnotism, mesmerism, mental science, 
Christian. Science, theosophy, sptritualism, 
mind reading, thought transference, auto- 
guggestion. predestination, and common 
everyday fate. 

Students of each of these branches of what 
Mr. Thomas himself in his curtain speech 
apoke of as the ne thought of the time 
will find, if not a comprehensive exposition 
of his theories, at least a reference to them 
reverently and purposefully made. But the 
wonder of the work lies not in this fact so 
much as in the accomplished blending of 
all the thought into a play that is essentially 
éramatic and theatrically entertaining. Its 
exposition is natural and reasonably logical, 
its characters are possible human beings if 
not convincingly typical, its situations are, 
with’ one exception, expertly approached and 
skillfully projected, and its underlying sug- 
gestion of romance is true and sufficieritly 
appealing to carry that traditionally requisite 


portion of the play. 


But to point the 83 that all sorts 
and conditions of new thought are indeed 
represented by Mr. Thomas in this new 
drama, let us consider certain excerpts from 
the dialogue.

Brookfield BF LATER on his entrance, 
that he has paid considerable attention to 
what the justice told him a year previously 
concerning the power of thought. Thus we 
get mesmerism: 

Jack—'‘ I've tried this mesmeric business. I can 
do it. Within this last year I've put people—well, 
practically asleep in a chair, and I've made them 
tell me what a boy was doing a mile away. In 
the last month I’ve put a man into 4 hypnotic 
sleep with half a dozen waves of the hand.” 

Prentice—‘‘ Why any motion?’ 

Jack—‘ Fixes his attention, I suppose.“ 

Prentice—"‘ Fixes your attention. When in your 
own mind your belief is sufficiently trained you 
won't need those passes. You'll simply think. 

This scene is followed by a bit of mental 
healing, in which the justice thinks“ 
Jack’s headache is cured, and Jack admits 
that it is.

Then comes the mother to plead for a new 


trial for the boy. She brings with her an au- 


tograph album in which Judge Prentice, 
years before, had written to her mother. 
What he had written concerns a duel (rather 
a momentous happening to be so strangely 
indistinct in the mind of the justice, Mr. 
Thomas) which Prentice had fought with a 
man who had insisted on tormenting his 


boy hood's sweetheart with a cat’s eye. 


The mother’s plea, a scene that is beautiful- 
ly written and acted, is successful. Justice 
Prentice tentatively agrees to grant the new 
trial and promises to appear as a witness and 
testify that Margaret Price, the convicted 
boy’s grandmother, was subject to the spell 
of the cat's eye, and that heredity was un- 
doubtedly responsible for the emotional in- 
sanity that prompted the murder. And he, 
too, brings in a further suggestion of spirit- 
ualism when he closes the act. 


Prentice—Margaret Price, ens Will say that 
you have been in your grave fiVe and twenty 
years, but I'll swear your spirit was in this 
room tonight and directed a decision of the Su- 
preme court of the United States. [He smelle 


the handkerchief of his departed sweetheart, and 


repsats the lines of Bret Harte’s poem]: 
The delicate odor of mignonette, 
The ghost of a dead and gone bouquet, 
Is all that telle of her presence—yet 
Cculd she = of a sweeter way.“

In the third act the second trial of the boy 
is proceeding and Brookfield admits that he 
is endeavoring to influence, mentally, one 
member of the jury. Thought transference 
ig thereby relied upon. 

Jack—One juror among the twelve is with us. I 
am in thought with him. Judge Prentice told me 
that he could sit in his room and make another man 
get up and walk to-the telephone and call him by 
simply thinking steadily of that other man. 

Alice—Superstitious people-imagine anything. 

Jack—But this an' t imagination. 

Alice—O, Jack. I don’t like my big, strong 
brother, who used to meet men and all danger face 
to face, treating this terrible situation with silly 
mind cure methods—hidden alone in his rooms. 

Jack—You can't acquit a boy of murder by hav- 
ing a strong brother thrash somebody in the 
courtroom. If there was anything under the sun 
I could do with my physical strength, I'd do it, but 
there isn't. Why not, if I believe I can influence 
the juryman by my thought, why not try?

Brookfield also causes the publication of 
a story in the newspapers that the district 
attorney, who is working from motives of 
revenge to secuse the conviction of Whipple, 
planned the assassination of Scovil (a slight- 
ly veiled reference to the Goebel murder 
in Kentucky), and through the circulation 
of this story, which he heard from a drunken 
gambler, he hopes to so influence public 
opinion that the jury will feel it. Jus- 
tice Prentice likewise is confident. 

Prentice—‘‘ Do you think that all these 500,000 
minds can be at white heat over the knowledge 
of Hardmuth’s crime as blazoned in the news- 
papers today, and none of it reach the thought of 
those twelve men? 

Lew— You mean you think the jurors get the 
public opinion without anybody telling them or 


their reading it?’ 

Prentice—‘‘ Yes. In every widely idscussed trial 
the defendant is tried not alone by his twelve 
peers, but by the entire community.” 

At the close of this act the boy is acquitted 
and the district attorney, aroused by the 
published charges against him, comes to 
Brookfielé’s house to kill him. He rushes 
into the room, presses a derringer to Brook- 
field’s side, and is about to shoot, when ap- 
plied hypnotism saves the gambler and pro- 
duces the only cheaply theatrical scene in 
the play’ 

Jack (to Hardmuth, who hae pistol close to his 
aide) — You can't use that gun! You can’t pull 
the trigger! You can’t even hold that gun!“ 

Hardmuth (dropping derringer)—‘‘ I'd like to 
know how in h—— you did that to me.“ 

Mr. Thomas insists that he has drawn 
upon his imagination for no single act or 
situation in his play. They are all founded 
on personal knowledge or personal observa- 
tion. And so it is altogether likely that the 
episode of the hypnotized assassin is known 
to him to have occurred. In the play, how- 
ever, it becomes rather baldly heroic. Yet 
it is accepted gracefully by the audiences, 
which is another tribute to the hold of the 
piece upon its Serene 


The last act brings . the regeneration 
of the gambler, and the application of the 
lesson he hes learned through his two years’ 
study of psychic phenomena. And ao he tells 
young Whipple, who ix determined to be re- 
venged upon the district attorney responsi- 
bie for his conviction, that revénge is not 
as sweet as some hardened soul declared. 
Thus we get the modern application of the 
“new thought” as taught originally by the 
Nasa rene: 

Jack—You can carry your hatred of Hardmuth

In the end there is a bit of mind reading or 
second sight that serves as a Bgsis for a le- 
gitimate comedy relief. Brookfield is trying 
to'explain to a hardened old gambler, Lew 
Ellinon, why he (Brookfield) has reformed. 
He sends the doubtftl one to a corner of the 
room with a deck of cards, has him shuffle 
them and deal a poker hand. Then he thinks 
a moment and suggests that the other holds 
three queens. 

Lew— How did you know I had three queens? 

Jack—I didn’t know it. I just thought you had. 

Lew—Can you do it again? 

Jack—Draw one card. Is it the ace of hearts? 


Lew—It is. 
Jack — Turns me into a rotter, doesn’t it? I’ve 
always had luck and I thought it was be- 
cause I took chances on a guess—same as any 
player—but that doesn’t look like it, does it? It 
4s telepathy of a very common kind—and 1 guess 
it's used in a good many games, old man, that 
we're not on to. 

Ellinger is immediately possessed of an in- 
spiration. He and Brookfield will go to Cin- 
cinnati and, with the aid of mind reading, 
simply clean up the town. He is sadly 
disgusted when Brookfield insists he will 
never play again. ‘‘ Godamighty gives you 
a mind like that,“ he ejaculates, and you 
won't go to Cincinnati with me! H-—/’’

To be a good drama a play must be suffi- 
cient unto itself. The mere exploiting of a 
mysterious or interesting theme is not 
enough. It must be an actable and an un- 
derstandable play that makes for a good 
and a profitable evening’s entertainment, 
reasonable in. its conception, interesting in 
its exposition, true in its characterization. 
The Witching Hour ’’ fulfills these demands 
and is withal a purposeful drama. It treats, 
if not with superior insight at least with good 
understanding and a reverent tolerance sub- 
jects that are in the minds and on the tongues 
of a majority of thinking people of today. 
Ten years ago it might have been hooted 
from the stage, but with the broadening in- 
fluence of the new thought.“ whatever 
phase of it may appeal to the individual 
makes its success not alone possible but prac- 
tically certain.

The week by the San Cario company at the 
Auditorium has shown what can be bccom- 
plished 3 giving of grand opert if the 


proper rehearsals and study be devoted to 
the preparation of the performances, The 
week has brought us better ——— of 
grand opera than Mr. Cenried has given us 
in several seasons. The Russell opera is, in 
fact, the best opera we have had here In 
years. : 

The statement will seem extravagant to 
many people, for unfortunately not only the 
general public, but a libéral percentage of 
the so-called headers in our first social cir 
cles think of grand opera only as the Metro- 
politan company of New York has given it 
to us once a year for one week at the Audi- 
torium. The crowding together into casts 
of a number of famous vocalists does not 
make good grand opera performances. It 
may, by sheer luck, result in an occasional 
representation in which the various musical 
elements so combine that a performance 
artistically meritorious is the product, but 
this is chance, and does not come from the 
preparation which alone makes for correct 
and permanent artistic achievement. 

Mr. Conrſed sends us famous vocalists, but 
his orchestra oftentimes: is anything but 
what an opera orchestra should be, his 
choral forces are inferior and caréleas, and 
the stage management almost invartably is 
slovenly and haphazard in tho last degree. 
Yet such “star” opera as this stands, in 
the estimation of the great mass of patrons, 
as the best kind of grand opera presch- 
tatio#. The fame of the leading singers 
blinds to the inadequacy and imperfectncss 
of all the other factors in the performancc. 
And yet it is . these other factors which 
produce artistic opera. 


— — 

Grand opera should be a theatrical repre- 
sentation in which the text is sung and is 
Mustrated by music, instead of deing 
spoken. If only the ‘most prominent rdéles 
be adequately sung, and all the other elc- 
ments be indifferently or ly cared 
for, a performance virtually worthless so 
far as value as an art work is concerned, is 
the outcome. 

In the palmy days” of the drama of 
which we hear much, the star tragedian used 
to travel about the country with a troupe 
of “stick” actors for his supporting com- 
pany. He himself might read Shakspear- 
ean lines with wonderful understanding, and 
with inspiring power, but the performance as 
a whole. was worthless. We have similar 
conditions today in our grand opera. We 
have multiplied the stars, for our appetite 
has grown by what it has fed upon, and one 
star nowadays does not satisfy—we must 
have a galaxy. But we have not improved 
the opera performances as a whole. 

Mr. Hammerstein in New York, according 
to all reports, has done a great deal toward 
the producing of opera as it should be pro- 
duced. He engaged the conductor Cam- 
panini, who seems to be a host in himself, 
has given the gifted Italian full authority, 
and the result'is rehearsals constantly and 
conscientiously held, the making of all so'o- 
ists, big or little, appear at these rehear- 
sals and prepare the performance thorough- 
ly, @nd the outcome is the giving of finely 
balanced, musically finished, and artistically 
worthy representations of grand opera. 


— 

It is this careful balancing of forces, care- 
ful attention to detail, and careful prepara- 
tion of all factors that Mr. Russell has in- 
sisted upon in his company and which makes 
the performances he offered here last week 
the best from an artistic viewpoint that Chi- 
cago has had in years. There has not been 
heard a singer of the company which has 
not been satisfactory. Every voice has been 
selected by a man who did not have to de- 
pend upon the dictum of agents or the esti- 
mates of newspaper reports in order to learn 
what a singer could or could not do. 

Mr. Russell knows a voice when he hears 
it, for he is both musician and practfcal 
teacher of voice, and he has collected a com- 
pany vocally. exceptionally well balanced and 
adequate. There are no voices that stand out 
as wonder voices of the world, but there has 
been heard scarcely a voice that has not been 
equal to the performing satisfactorily of the 
work demanded of it. 

Leading tenors better than are Constantino 
and Dani could not be asked; a better mezzo 
soprano than Mme. Claessens Mr. Conried 
does not Include among his forces now that 
Mme. Schumann-Heink has left the ranks; 
Mile. Olitzka is a true contralto such as the 
Metropolitan has not possessed in years; 
Mme. Noria is a young singer whose present 
capabilities are notable and whose future is 
big with possibilities; Miss Nielsen is a color- 
atura soprano whose purity and beauty of 
voice is not frequently found equaled; Mr. 
Segurola is a basso of high worth; Mr. 
Blanchart has shown himeelf a baritone of 
excellent quality; Mme. Marchi, and Mr. 
Rossi, and Mr. Villani, and Mr. Fornari all 
are singers of real worth, and Mme. Nordica 
and Victor Maurel are, of course, stare of 
long acknowledged brilliancy. 

With such a company of real singers the 
principal parts in each operatic performance 
given have been done with a satisfactoriness 
that has been but rarely known here in Chi- 
cago. and when to this is added a chorus of 
splendid worth and an orchestra carefully 
balanced, thoroughly prepared and held con- 
stantly in such check that the voices of the 
singers come to their value and yet the in- 
strumental import of the score is never con- 
cealed—these taken together with good stage 
management make the San Carlo perform- 
amce of true artistic value. 

It is such opera as this that Chicago might 
have permanently and thus be enabled to 
take a position first in the United States if 
our society leaders would but see their way 
chear to lend their patronage and support. 
Opera even better than that Mr. Russell has 
given would be possible, for a company per- 
manently established in the Auditorium could 
prepare and employ effects in staging, light- 
ing, and production which it is impossible for 
a visiting organization to use. Singers as 

as Mr. Russell has found could be se- 
cured from Europe, a chorus as capable, and 
an orchestra of first — worth. 


The first of the wes weeks of the San 
Carlo company’s stay has not been as suc- 
cessful from a financial viewpoint as it should 
have been, but artistically it has been satis- 
fying even beyond what the former engage- 
ment of Mr. Russell's company here and the 
admirable work done at that time had given 
reason to expect. 

Several things, it is believed, have con- 
tributed to the slowness of the public in lend- 
ing its patronage to the San Carlo perform- 
ances. In the first place, the preliminary 
announcements of the coming of the com- 
pany were almost wholly wanting. Nothing 
really was furnished the press for publica- 
tion until one week before the engagement 
opened. The Auditorium had been associated 
with vaudeville in the minds of the amuse- 
ment seekers of the city, and the fine grade 
of patronage which formerly the house called 
faithfully its own had been wholly estrangea 
by three months of variety shows. The bet- 
ter class of Chicagoans had come to regard 
the Auditorium as lost to them, and while 
they regretted it, they naturally grew to pay 
little attention to a theater where the class 
of entertainfments for which they cared was 
no longer offered, 

The opera announcements, coming there- 
fore only a week before the opening of the 
season, did not have time to make the effect 
that needed to be made, and patronage could 
but be light at the commencement of the 
week. Mr. Russell not only is paying the 
syndicate a liberal rental for the Audito- 
rium but he 1 performing the uncomfortable 
and difficult task of rehabilitating a noble 
house, which, by offering of vaudeville, had 
deen desecrated and lowered in the eyes of 
all right minded Chicagoens.

Armstrong was clever in writ out for 
stage use, in “ Salomy Jane and The Heir 
to the Hoorah, the rough humor and crude 
sentiment of wild western camps. He has 
done that again in the first act ot Society 
and the Bulldog.“ with an artless girl cooking 
for miners while her father is off prospecting, 


with his return half crazed by the discovery 


of gold by. the million, with her sorrow never- 
theless because a young mining engineer 
whom she loves abandons her, and with the 
father’s determination to take her to New 
York, to there buy her way into the kind of 
vainglorious society whic her recreant 
lover belongs to. The gold hunters are a 
rugged set, the girl is charming with her 
frank sinoerity, and during the first hour the 
play is jolly with their fun and pathetic with 
her sorrow.

Armstrong is a genius, surely, See 
and he may have the right of his genius to be 
erratic. When he sauntered out nonchal- 
ently on the stage, after the second act of his 
new play, with careless hands in easy pock- 
ets, and no trace of. the fright that almost 
always stiffens authors responding to first 
night calls, he was the personification of 
merit pinning a medal to its own breast. 

The scheme and scope of his play was to let

MONTGOMERY WAND OPPORTUNITY. 

The Supenor court has. indicated ite 
opinion that Montgomery Ward is not 
justified in wasting further time in look- 
ing after possible obstructions on the lake 
front. This should be as gratifying to 
him as it is to the great majority of Ohl- 
cago citizens. For it will give him leisure. 
to consider some other obstructions Which 
have attracted pubMe attention for a at 
time. 
future and over the expanses of Grant 
park Mr. Ward has failed to note the 
obstructions much nearer home between 
his place of business and the lake shore? 
He will find them where many others 
find them daily. They are conspicuous 
between the car track and the - sidewalk 
along the west side of Michigan avenue, 
just north of Madison street. 

A good deal has been said of late about 
the discovery of city property in the pos- 
session of individuals. Stub ends of 
streets have been appropriated here and 
there where the real damage to the pub- 
lic was slight. But as obstructions to the 
comfort and happiness of the people such 
things have been of little consequence 
compared with the practical-seizure of 
half of one of the prominent streets of fhe 
| city for the storage of trucks of a busi- 
ness house, | 

The attention of the corporation coun- 
sel and the chief of police is called to 
these other obstructions in which Mr, 
Ward has an interest. Making every pos- 
sible allowance for the loading and un- 
loading of heavy wagons required in the 
induct of business, it is questionable 
whether any firm should be permitted to. 
block traffic on one whole side of a street, 
often by idle trucks standing their await- 
ing their loads. Mr. Ward’s zeal for the 
public happiness should prompt him to be- 
gin his activity at his own front door. 


EXTENDING THE PAROLE. 

The parole idea has proved its value in 
connection with juveniles. Its extension 
to include the cases of adults who have 
committed the first offense is strongly 
urged. There was à good deal of gbjer- 
tion raised Aga init the plan ot parole as 
it was carried ont recently by one of the 
Municipal court ‘judges, The fear was 
expressed lest eriminals might be released 
to continue to prey upon society. At the 
same time the experiment arrested attetn-: 
tion and awakened the interest of many 
thinking people. It was apparent that 
there was. something good in the generul. 
idea. 

The suggestions made by the committes 
of the Civie federation deserve careful 
consideration. They come from men 
whose education and practical experienc2 
have fitted them for making sane recom- 
mendations. They propose that a state 
board of parole, independent of the board 
of pardons, be created, its members holding 
their positions for a maximum term of six 
years, two retiring with each xear. To 
such a board they would give discretion- 
ary power to extend the period of parole 
where desirable or to shorten the term of 
imprisonment of an individual (who 
seemed worthy. 


has existed in the Lincoln asylum for 
feeble minded children?

Dr. Frank Billings of the state board 
of charities says it can, investigate and 
make recommendations, but it has no 
power to enforce them to remedy con- 
ditions or to punish officials, no matter 
what may be the charges.” ‘The board 
did investigate the Lincoln asylum, but it 
had not the power to remedy the bad con- 
ditions it found. All it could do was to 
report to the governor, 

Towa and Indiana are more advanced 
states than Illinois. They have boards of 
charities which are also boards of con- 
trol. They are boards with power, and 
can act when investigation shows that 
action is necessary. Illinois should have 
such a board of control. Probably it 
would have had one before this if it had 
not been that such u board, if made up 
of good men, would have made the chari- 
table institutions less valuable as political 
assets. : 

The Illinois state board of charities is 
not only powerless to remedy abnses but 
it has not the means required for unre- 
-mitting supervision of the state institu- 
tions. There are too many of them for 
the members to look after often and thor- 
oughly, and they are not given the funds 
needed to hire competent inspectors to as- 
sist them in thelr work. 

The ‘situation at Lincoln. is not so bad 
as it was before Gov. Deneen assumed 
office. He is entitled to credit for that. 
But he has been in office for three years, 
If the state board of charities has kept 
„bim informed of what has been happen- 
ing at Lincoln during the last year or two 
it is impossible to believe that he could 
not have put a stop to most of the abuses

Several months of each year have 
been spent by him in cruising, and many of 
these cruises have furnished material for 
entertaining books, some of them by Lord 
Brasséy, some by the late Lady Brassey, and 
some Ale present wife. He has been a 
lord of the admiralty, and has been one of 
the principal organizers uf the Royal Naval 
reserve, in which he holds the rank of cap- 
tain. Moreover, in his appearance and in 
his manner he conveys the impression of the 
quarter deck rather than of the political 
arena, or of a great contractor’s office, and 
therefore it is most fitting that he should be 
invested with an office which, while it car- 
ries with it no emoluments, is nevertheless 
one of great dignity; and endows its holder 
with maritime jurisdiction, as admiral of the 
Cinque Ports.

As lord warden Lord Brassey will also 
have the powers of the lord lieutenant of a 
county,.as far as the Cinque Ports are con- 
cerned, being entitled to appoint the justices 
of the peace and magistrates. He will pre- 
side over the portmote or parliament,.which 

js assembled by his summons at Shepway, a 
few miles’ west of Hythe, to make by-laws 
for the Cinque Ports, to regulate the fisher- 
les, to hear appeals from the local courts, 
and to give decisions in all cases of the con- 
‘eealbnent of treasure trove, and of treason, 
of sedition, and of coining: The lord warden 
is moreover the presiding officer of the 
Court of Brotherhood, composed of the sév- 


comprised within his jurisdiction, and also 
of the Court of Guestline, which includes. in 
addition to the mayors. the bailiffs and other 
municipal. officers of the towns and ports in 
question. 

The Cinque Ports, or Five Ports. were, as 
their name. implies, formerly only five.in 
number, Hastings, Romney, Hythe; Dover, 
and Sandwich: to which were afterwards 
added Wichelsea and Rye, Dover, Folke- 
stone, Deal, Margate, and several other 
small places. Uptill the reign of Kine Henry 
VIII. the Cinque Ports were required not 
only to provide for the defense of that por- 
tion of the coast which as nearest to France 
was most In danger of foreign attack, but 
likewtse to furnish most of the warships 
and sailors necessary for the navy. receiv- 
ing in return alli sorts of immunities and.; 
prerogatives. enumerated In charters, some 
of which date from the days of King E4- 
ward the Confessor, and from William the 
Conqueror. who first Instituted the office of 
lord warden. Of course many of these 
rights, including the exemption from taxa- 
tion. have lapsed. But the Cinque Ports still 
‘retain the right to seize all flotsam, jetsam, 
and witsam, in other words, whatever o“ 
value is cast ashore by the. sea. 


— 

Among Lord Brassey’s predecessors as 
lord warden of the Cingue Ports have been: 
King Henry VIII., prior to his accession 
to the throne: King James II., while still 
dake of York: and in more modern times 
Prime Minister Pitt, the great duke of Wel- 
lington, Lord Palmerston, the late Lord 
Granville, the late marquis of Dufferin, the 
laté Lord Salisbury, Lord Curzon, who re- 
siened it in consequence of the dangerous 
fliness contracted by his wife at Walmer 
castle, formerly the official residence of the 
lord wardens, an iliness which eventually 
resulted in her death; and lastly, the prinee 
of Wales. The prince resigned the office 
because he found it quite impossible to spare 
the time necessary to devote to his duties 
as lord warden. 

Walmer castle, where the eccentric Lady 
Hester Stanhope, who died in Syria as the. 
wife of an Arab chieftain, kept house for 4 
her uncle, Premier Pitt, has ceased to be 
the Official residence of the lords warden, and 
has been converted into a national museum. 
In case of necessity the new lord. warden 
can requisition apartments In Dover castle, 
of which he is ex-officio governor. But he 18 
certain to establish his headquarters at his 
fine country seat at Normanhurst, near Has- 
tings, and in the immediate vicinity of the 
battlefield where William the Conqueror 
fought the memorable battle of Hastings 
im 1066. 

Lord Brassey is well known in this coun- 
try, where he is a frequent visitor. In the 
pages of Burke” and similar works of 
reference we are informed that he is de- 
seended in @ direct line from Robert de 
Bresey, who lived in the reign of Edward 
III., the statement formerly put forward 
by those authorities to the effect that the 
family was descended from a companion of 
the conqueror known as Sieur de Brescie 
having been abandoned. 

But if the descent is authentic, the family 
must in its less remote generation have 
fallen upon evil days. For the father of 
Lord Brassey was that fine old fellow, 

“Tom” Brassey; “the ‘greatest of all the 
railroad contractors of Europe, who started 
life as a common laboring man, and died a 
multi-millionaire, leaving to each of his 
three sons a fortune producing an income of 
$500,000 a year, independent of their shares 
in his rallroad and shipbuliding business.

Lord Brassey; who owes his peerage to the 
nomination of Gladstoné, has been twice 
married. The first Lady Brassey, authoress 
of that charming book entitled “The Voy- 
age- of the Sunbeam.“ perished mysteri- 
ously at sea a number of years ago, vantsh.

Until now the rulers of the universe have 


as a rule environed themselves with a pomp, 
a ceremony, a splendor, and an amount of 
etiquette admittedly distasteful to them, on 
the ground that the people required it of 
them., and would be dissatisfied unless they 
maintained with befitting majesty and gran- 
deur the dignity of their lgfty position.

serve to maintain them in a class apart from 


their fellow citizens, and that royalty will 
gain rather than lose in these modern times 
of the twentieth century by descending from 
its pedestal, by mingling with ordinary man- 
kind, and by becoming more intimately ac- 
quainted with the views, the wishes, ths 
prejudices, and, above all, with the lite of 
the average human being. 

Perhaps King Gustavus is right in his opin- 
ion. Perhaps, too, he is ahead of his epock 
Time alone will show. At any rate, his con- 
ception of the environment of majesty consti- 
tutes the inauguration of a new departurein 
the old world, and as an experiment it will 
be watched with a considerable amount of 
interest.

way, much to the dismay of those court dig- 
nitaries assigned to attend on him by the 
sovereigns whose dominions he was visiting. 

In his own empire his efforts to place him- 
self on the same footing as that of the man 
in the street and of the ordinary citizen, as 
well as his abandonment of all the orna- 
mental and ceremonial attributes of sover- 
eignty, ended by convincing. his people that 
their ruler, admittedly a man of great intel- 
lectuality and of vast erudition, was right in 
these matters. Like him, they came to the 
conclusion that the pomp and ceremony and 


the etiquette of an imperial court were super- ~ 


fluous. The natural and inevitable result was 
that the court itself became superfluous in 
their eyes, and then the monarchy. So they 
finally intimated to Dom Pedro that he was 
no longer needed as emperor, shipped him 
and his family off to Europe to enjoy the de- 
lights of simple life, and proclaimed a repub- 
lic at Rio. 

King Gustavus should bear this in mind in 
making his projected experiment. It is one 
which is not entirely devoid of danger.

He is assured beforehand of a large 
audience, a court crowded to suffocation, and 
a sympathetic jury to whom he can appeal. 
Opportunities of introducing both humor and 
sentiment into his addresses are plentiful, 
while the- scope for merciless cross-examina- 
tion of an unpopular defendant may score for 
him a forensic triumph. About the breach of

What are the motives that usually inspire the girl jilted in love 
to seek consolation for her disappointed feelings in a breach of promise 
ection?

The main object which the 
law has in view in permitting this class of case is no doubt to obtain 
pecuniary compensation for the personal affront offered by a promise 
‘ghich has not been redeemed. 

The amount of compensation awarded is regulated chiefly by the 
defendant’s means, although, undoubtedly, should there be circum- 
stances in the case which make his conduct as a suitor seem particu- 
larly heartless, these will have their weight in piling up the amount 
which he has to pay. The measure of damages, as the judge will 
take care to point out in his summing up, should not be c@iculated on a 
higher scale than the fair loss of money to the lady which is the likely 
gsult of her broken contract. .

rabbit population in proper check. 


How effectively carnivorous animals check an excessive increase 
in the number of animals living upon vegetable food becomes apparent 
from figures given by various‘ writers. According to Jules Gerard, 
sixty lions in the district of Bona killed more than 10,000 aulmals of 
different sizes during the year 1856. One single wolf, which made 
the country around Tegernsee, Bavaria, insecure for nine years, caused 
damage to cattle to the amount of 10,000 florins during that time. In 
Russia 180,000 head of cattle and other large animals and 560,000 
smaller animals are killed by wolves every year. not counting the pow!- 
try which becomes their prey. It is incredible how many animals an 


eagle or hawk will kill and devour in one year. 


Some have made the assertion that certain animals, when they 
feel the approach of death, retire to. some hiding place, a cave, 


a‘ hollow tree, or some crevice in the rocks and there await the 


end. That may be true and is decidedly proba- 
ble, but does not explain the fact that only in 
rare gases are the remains of dead animals 
found in such places. It has often been com- 
mented upon that even in the districts where 
monkeys are abundant dead monkeys are scarce- 
ly ever found. Ancient writers like Pliny speak 
with remarkable erudition of the age which cer- 
tain domestic and wild animals reach, but their 
writings throw no light upon the question as to 
what becomes of the animals after death. The 
number of carcasses and skeletons which are 
actually found is far too small to give a satis-" 
factory explanation of that puzzling question

He 
will discover that the reason why the classical 
writers from Homer to whom you please are es- * 
teemed apd immortal is not primarily because 
they are deep. and correct, and restrained, and 
shapely, but primarily because they give joy, 
sheer joy, to the largest number of cultivated 
readers. And so it will occur that he, too, will 
join the noble procession of converts, and wil!

cause he gets the most fun out of it. When that 
felicitous period -arrives when no imaginative 
reading is consciously disciplinary to him, then—

Do N ot Ask Otis 


Otis Skinner does not Hke to lecture, and 
he swears by all that is holy and a few things 
that are not that never again will he be 
tempted to the rostrum. All this apropos 
his appearance last Tuesday afternoon 
under the auspices of the University of 
Chicago Lecture association, when he ac- 
quitted himself honorably in a talk on “ The 
Actor’s Ethical Viewpoint,” 

It's all very well to say that it is easy, 
or should be easy, for an actor to lecture, 
declared Mr. Skinner, positively. ‘It is all 
very fine to say that it is no different than 

“acting, but I give you my word that I 
never in my life have tried ‘to talk to an 
auditnce as a lecturer without being fright- 
ened to death. Last Tuesday before I had 
finished I was much exercised concerning 
the strength of my knees. They gave every 
evidence of being ready to go back on me, 
and I felt that I might at any moment be 
precipitated to the stage, a dismembered and 
gelatinous mass. 

*** Humph,’ said some one to me. you'll 
be doing exactly what you do on the stage 
every night. What's the difference between 
talking to an audience with a wig on or 
without one?’ 

Humph. I replied, there's a lot of dif- 
ference. I'll take the wig every time. I ve 
been doing that all my life—ever since I was 
19 years old. I know what goes with the 
wig. But I don't know what goes with a 


lecture. I can't even write it—or read tt 
after I have written it. I'm sure there were 
some startlingly original things I had writ- 
tem for that lecture that I forgot to read, 
and I know there was a lot I said that I 
never wrote at all. And then, what do you 
think? My dearest friend told me:that the 
things I said and did not write were the best 
of ali! No, sir; I'll stick to the wig.’ ” 

But think of the good you can do for art 
in lecturing.”’ 

“Think of the, good I can do for myself 
by not.“ 

But surely vou are interested in the 
new theater—the uplift, the reformation 
of the dear old drama?’ 

IJ am—but not in an academic sense. I 
want to help the good work along by doing 
good work myself. I want to have a hand in 
drawing attentiom to modern as well as 
ancient classics. Why should we always go 
back a hundred years or more to point a 


_moral in superior play writing?” 


“I would rather you would try to tell me 
than attempt to tell you. 

“I can’t—because I do not belfeve we 
should. I am in favor of a ‘new’ theater 
that will represent the theater of this time, 
that will foster and encourage the work of 
present day playwrights. Isn't Augustus 
Thomas just as worthy of study as Calderon? 
And if he isn’t, why ien’t he?

| Contestants in New York- 


Paris Test to Reach Chi- 
cago in Five Days. 


STRENUOUS TASK. 


Real Race to Begin After the De- 
parture from This City’ - 
Is Made. 


Chicago can expect the contestants in the 
New York-Paris endurance run for auto- 
mobiles, promoted by Le Matin of Paris and 
Tus Cuicaco TRIBUNE, on Feb. 20, for that 
is the date fixed by the schedule which has 
been arranged for this greatest of motor 

Five days in which to make the 1,048 miles 
between Gotham and Chicago is the strenu- 
ous task set for the aspirants for fame in 
the longest and most arduous event ever 
scheduled in the motoring world—a journey 
of 20,000 nfiles across the United States, 
through Alaska and Siberia to the French 
metropolis. 

To Chicago ft will be an endurance test, a 
mild reliability run, so to speak, but from 
Chicago west it becomes a race, each man 
striving to get away from his fellows and 
be the first to roll into Paris—grher, no one 
knows exactly. 


Chicago in Five Days. 


According to the schedule laid out last. 


week, the contestants leave New York the 
morning of Feb. 15. That night they stop 
in Albany, going to Rochester the second 
day. The next step is.to Cleveland, and 
from there the tourists make Waterloo, Ind., 
for the fourth night's stop. The fifth day 
brings them into Chicago under an escort 
which will be provided by the Chicago Auto- 
mobile club, according to the plans which 
are being made by A. J. Banta, chairman of 
the runs and tours committee of the local 
organization. j 

Rules of the contest provide that no car 
will be permitted to start west from Chicago 
until 9 o'clock the morning of Feb. 20. All 
will stick together until they get here, then 
it is a free for all the rest of the way, truly 
a race. : 

A revision of the itinerary shows that the 
full route is about 20,000 miles in length. It 
ia figured it is 5,200 miles from New York 
to Ban Francisco; 2,200 miles 
Francisco to Valdez; 1,100 miles from Val- 
des to Nome; 150 miles from Nome to Hast 
Cape, and 11,850 miles from Hast Cape to 
Paris, On the transcontinental trip the run 
will pass through 500 cities and twelve states. 


Will Avoid Sierra Range. 

Tt has been decided that no attempt will 
be made to cross the Sierra Nevada range, 
which is impassable in early March. To 
avoid these mountains a southern detour will 
be made which will take the contestants as 
far south as Los Angeles, more than 1,200 
miles out.of thé direct route. Outside of 
this the route across the continent is the 
same‘as that taken by nine transcontinental 
tourists. ; 

From Ban Francisco the cars will be shipped 
by steamer to Seattle for the purpose of sav- 
ing time and preventing them reaching 
Alaska after the ice has broken up, leaving 
the Alaskan roads a virtual morass. It is 
impossible to ship direct to Alaska at this 
season of the year, and transshipment must 
be made at Seattle. Here the steamer sailing 
-will tarry the men and their cars to Valdes 
at the beginning of the Alaskan journey. The 
total distance which the steamers cover in 
this transfer from San Francisco to Alaska 
ig about 2,200 miles. 

Follow Trails in Alaska. 

Through Alaska the road leads over 1,100 
miles wore. Half of this distance is over the 
trails followed by the mail routes in Alaska 
and is marked off by the government. It leads 
to the Yukon at St. Tanana, where the de- 
scent of the Yukon is begun. The river is 
followed until it can be left for the shore of 
Norton’s sound, along which the cars pro- 
gress until they reach Nome, the end of the 
second stage of the great tour. 

From Nome the trip across the strait is 
undertaken, and another water journey by 
steamer degun to reach East Cape. The dis- 
tance across the strait at the narrowest point 
ig something lees than sixty miles. How much 
‘onger the voyage across will be cannot be 
finally’ determined until arrangements are 
perfected for the passage fixing the definite 
point of departure, but it is estimated that 
120 miles or more will be covered in this way. 


Difficulties in Siberia. 


Then on the arrival im Siberia the last and 
most difficult phase of the journey is begun. 
This represents a total of 11,850 miles. A 
thousand miles of this is planned along the 
shore ice on theiArctic ocean, leading inland 
from the bay of Tschaun to the mouth of 
the Kolyma river. Then through the Ko- 
Verchojansk and no gm on 

ly Irkutsk. It is this stretch of country, 
4 through | practically uninhabited 
wilds, that presente the ‘greatest difficulty. 
Once Irkutsk is reached, it 18 comparatively 
easy to follow the line of the Transsiberian 
railroad to Moscow and ‘thence proceed 
through Russia and Germany to Berlin, and 
through Belgium and France to Paris. 

Nine cars are definitely entered for this 
contest, six of which are of foreign make 
and the other three American. Four coun- 
tries are represented—France, America, Ger- 
many, and Italy. From France come the 
De Dion, Motobloc, and the Sizaire-Naudin; 
from Italy, the Itala and Zust; from Ger- 
many, thé Porthos, and from America, the 
Maxwell, Hol-Tan, and White. It had been 
thought a Thomas would be in the field, but 
this is denied by EB. R. Thomas, who believes 
the route through Canada and Alaska is 


almost impassable. | 
Thomas Points Out Troubles. 


The Buffalo manufacturer points out the 
a@iffoulties in a most vivid manner, saying: 

„ To begin with, there are troubles and con- 
ditions existing there which are known only 
to those who have had personal experience in 
that part of the world. There are really no 
roads, nothing but rocky and indistinct trails. 
There are few good fords, and it is doubtful if 
at the time of the year when the cars must 
pass through there whether the rotten ice 
would hold the weight of the average car 
making the trip.

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REVAMP THE FORWARD PASS 


Football Lawmakers Give the 
Play Careful Thought. 


MANY SUGGESTIONS MADE. 


. 


Efforts Made to Prevent the Illegal 
Touching of Oval. 


New York, Jan 25.—{Special.}—The Amer- 
loan intercollegiate football rules committee 


decided on several modifications of the — 4 


ward pads for next seuson, then adjourn 
thie afternoon, leaving the drafting of the 
rules in the hands of a committee consisting 
of Walter Camp of Yale, L. M. Dennis of 
Cornell, and B. K. Hall of Dartmouth, sub- 
ject to the approval of the remainder of the 
committee by a mail vote. There will be, it 
is expected, no further meetings of the com- 
mittee du the spring or summer. 

In the whole history of football legisiation 
there never has been a meeting of the rules 
committee at which so many suggestions for 
changes in the rules have been made. Nine- 
ty-Hlye per cent of these dealt with the for- 
ward pase, while the remeinder were minor 
changes growing out of incidents of the lest 
season, when the rutee were inadequate to 
meet the exigencies developed. They speed- 
ily were settled. 255 

Almost all the twenty-four hours devoted 
to the rules discussion were given to the for- 
ward pass. Almost at the outset it was 
agreed some change should be made that 
should Hmit or prevent the indiscriminate 
use of the pase where the ball ie passed at 
random on a chance of its being recovered. 
There the agreement ceased until the close 
of the meeting. 

One after another of the varimis eu 


tions were discarded until there was left only | 


the restriction of attacking the side recover- 
ing the ball by some means. This finally was 
determined by placing an extremely severe 
penalty upon ithe illegal touching of the ball 
by players of the passing side, coupled with 
the réstriction that none on the passers’ side 
other than the man-who first legally touched 
the ball should recover it If he fatled to 
catch it. This, with a severe penalty for im- 
properly attempting to recover the ball, was 
the extent of the rectrictions beyond thore 
of last year. It is hoped this will prevent 
the practiee of throwing the ball far down 
the fleld, depending on chance entirely. 


Work for Phrasing Committee. 

The wording of this rule was left with the 
phrasing committee of three, to which the 
following. instructions were given: 

A forward pase illegally touched goes to the 
8 on the spot from whith the pass 

s " 

Of the passers’ side only the man who first 
legally touches the ball may thereafter re- 
cover it until it hae been touched by an oppo- 
nent. 

If the forward pase is legally touched and 
then free upon the ground and touched by 
another player on the passers’ side, the ball 
goes to the opponents on the spot where he 
improperly touches it. 

There was another restriction passed bear- 
ing upon the forward pass, treating with the 
rights of players while the ball fs in the air. 
This prohibits the defending players from 
holding the players on the side trying to 
make the pags, as was done dy Princeton in 
breaking up the Carlisle Indians’ passes. It 
also defines the rights of the passing side in 
using their hands. These ‘instructions were: 
“While the forward pass is in the alr, play- 
ers on the defensive side may not use their 
hands or arms on the opponents, except to 
push them out of the ‘way in order to get at 
the ball themselves. 

Players of the side making the forward 
pass who are eligible to receive the pags mey 
use their arms just as the players may when 
going down under the kick. 

Penalty for Team That’s Late. 

The incidents that caused so much discus 
sion, in the Tale- Princeton and Yale-Har- 
vard games brought the changes. Where a 
team fails to appear on the fleld to play at 
thebend of the time assigned for the intermis 
cion, as Yale did against Princeton, it suffers 
a most severe penalty. It declared: The 
intermission shall be fifteen minutes between 
halves. Three minutes before the expiration 
of that time the referee shall cause each 
team to be notified. At the end of fifteen 
minutes he shall blow his whistle in the cen- 
ter of the field. If the team fails to appear 
within two minutes thereafter, the offended 
side shall put the ball in place as the first 
cown on the offending side's thirty yard 
Ine.“ 

The Tale- Harvard incident that occasioned 
the change of the rule was the question that 
arose over the penalization of Harvard for 
esking that time be called in excess of the 
pumber of times allowed a team. Harvard 
was penalized two yards, but the rule re- 
quires that the distance to be gained and-the 
rumber of downs shall remain the same. The 
marking lines were moved, and it was a ques- 
tion whether Yale had gained the required 
distance. Asa touchdown resulted, the ques- 
tion was a serious one. It now is decided in 
such instances the sticks shall not be moved, 
but the ball shall be moved either forward 
or back two yards, according to the side 
offending, and the attacking team shall have 
to gain to the point either two yards in front 
of or two yards back of the further stick. 
It also was decided all penalties inflicted by 
the umpire except disqualification may be 
declined. 


Rule on Batting Ball. 

The rule referring to batting the ball for- 
ward, the breach of which gave Princeton a 
touchdown against the Indians, was 
changed. The penalty hereafter for batting 
the ball forward shall be a loss of the ball 
on the spot to the offended side, instead of 
the old distance penalty of twenty-five yards. 
The penalty was put under the jurisdiction 
of the umpire and fleld Judge instead of the 
referee. The field judge was further given 
the task of keeping time instead of the head 
linesman. 

A resolution was passed deploring the 
practice of eliminating the fleld Judge in pre- 
liminary games. It is declared to be sub- 
versive to the best interests of the game. 
The field judge is an important official, hav- 
ing the infliction of penalties in hand which 
may result in a lose of thirty, forty, or even 
fifty yards, and it is desirable in the opinion 
of the committee that his duties should be 
discharged by a separate official and not 
placed on the shoulders of the already em- 
ployed referee or umpire. The. rulings on 
forward passes on side kicks are so important 
the field judge is necessary to insure their 
accuracy. 

The only other change made was the ad- 
dition of a provision for a forfeited game. 
The score should be 1 to 0 in such an event. 
The score cannot be made in any other way, 
and therefore ig distinctive. 


Work of Control Board. 

In commending the work of the central 
board of officials it was announced the board 
last year had appointed over 800 officials and 
had acted for all colleges in New England 
and eastern states. The board was reap- 
pointed with L. M. Dennis, Walter Camp, J, 
B. Fine, C. W. Savage, and Dr. James A.

FRANCIS TREVELYAN IS DEAD 


‘Prominent Turf Writer and Race 


Track Judge Passes Away. 


WELL KNOWN IN CHICAGO. 


Englishman Saw Two Years’ Service 
in Stand at Hawthorne. 


Charlottesville, Va., Jan. 25.—Francis Tre- 
velyan, the widely known turf writer and 
ace track judge, died last night at his coun- 
try place, Forest Lodge, near here. He had 
been confined to his home for several months 
by an attack of gout, from which he suffered 
for many years. 

Two weeks ago, when his 
critical, his adopted daughter, Mrs. Arthur 
Martin, was murdered in Brooklyn by her 
husband, who killed himself after the crime. 
The shock had a marked effect upon Mr. 
Trevelyan, who had reared Mrs. Martin from 
her babyhood. He called her his Little 
Bunch of Comfort,“ and her pitiful death 
loosened ali the hoid he had on life. 

Mr. Trevelyan was born in England and 
was the fourth and youngest son of William 
Pitt Trevelyan, a clergyman. The elder Tre- 
velyan settled in Virginia when Francis was 
young, but later returned to England. Fran- 
cis was educated at Oxford. Fortwo years 
he studied medicine at St. Thomas' hospital, 
but finally abandoned the idea of becoming 
a doctor. He married and returned to the 
United States. 


Mr. Trevelyan was well known in Chicago, 
Laving served for two seasons, with a break 
of one, as presiding judge at Hawthorne. It 
was while he was acting as racing commis- 
sioner of the Manchester Chronicle and Ed-

There is no doubt the national commission 
and the club owners of both major leagues 
will support President Puldam in his ef- 
forts to prevent injustice being done any 
Player who is in good standing with the na- 
tional commission. The only difference of 
opinion existing between any of the mag- 
nates concerns the methods to be used. 

The National league executive demands 
that the secret blacklist be wiped off the 
minor leagues’ records before the annual 
schedule meeting of the National league or 
he will resign. He asserts it is in the power 
of Chairman Herrmann of the commission to 
order the blacklist removed and that it can, 
be done inside of twenty-four hours if the 
commission will enforce the law which per- 
mits any player who is suspended for more 
than ten days to appeal to the national com- 
mission for relief. 


Danger in Situation. 

Therein lies the danger point. 
Herrmann’s position apparently is that the 
commission cannot act until its attention 
has been called to the matter by an injustice 
done some player. In other words, if any 
attempt is made by the minor leagues to 
enforce a blacklist against any player the 
national commission can step in and right 
the wrong with speed and decisiveness, at 
the same time giving the minors the deserved 
rebuke. 

The effect of any blacklist. which the na- 
tional commission will declare illegal is ab- 
solutely nil so far as doing injury to a player 
is concerned. If any player who has been 
reinstated. by the commission is wanted by 
a minor league club that club will negotjeate 
for him. The manager will know that all 
he has to do is to take the case to the national 
commission if the minors ever attempt to 
bar the player from any club or league. 

If the commission should command the 
minors to reverse their blacklist and the 
minors should do so, they still could main- 
tain it in secret. It would be just as effective 
as now, and no more so. Take the case of 
Mike Keller, who was declared ineligible 
to play in the American association, but a 
free agent for the. rést of organized base- 
ball. The national commission commanded 
the American association to go on recard 
to the effect there was no bar against Kelley 
before it would declare him eligible to any 


other league. 


The American association complied: with 
the demand officially, but probably no Amer- 
ican association club would sign Mike Kelley, 
although there is no official ban on him. 
However, if any American association club 
desired to sign Kelley and the association's 
officers attempted to prevent it the player 
or the club wanting him could appeal to 
the commission and gain permission to play 


him. 
Commission Is Ruling Power. 
The minor league organization cannot take 
away from the commission ite authority to 


gee that every player is protected from un- 


just treatment; not by voting a dozen black- 
lists. Nor will any club owner who wants a 
player pay any attention to any blackMet 
which the national commission will not en- 
force. 

The national commission could republish 
officially its own list of players who are in- 


| eligible and declare that all others are eligi- 


ble, and it would have a greater effect than 
if the minors were commanded to rescind 
the offending resolution. | 

Individual club owners have the right not 
to sign players whom they may cone ider 
undesirable for any reason. For instance, 
what major club, except the Athletics. would 
put up with the vagaries of Rube Wad- 
dell, despite his prowess asapitcher? There 
is no blacklist’ against ‘‘ Rube.“ and there 
can. be none unless he is declared ineligible 
by the national commiseion. But if Connie 
Mack should let Waddell go, he would have 
as much difficulty in securing another major 
league berth as if blacklisted, although there 
would be no combination or agreement of 
clubs not to sign him. 

President Pulliam is fighting for the princi- 
ple of the thing, and there is not the slightest 
doubt he will be supported in his fight. The 
most serious aspect of the matter is the un- 
fortunete one arising through Mr. Pulliam’s 
accepting as a fact a statement regarding Mr. 
Herrmann without ascertaing beyond ques- 
tion if that,etatement was true. Mr. Herr- 
mann denies it. But this need affect only the 
personal relations of Messrs. Pulliam. and 
Herrmann, and not their official relations.

Papke Shows Stanton to Be an 
Overtouted Pugilist. 


SETBACK FOR JOE THOMAS. 


Showing Against Sullivan Puts Him 
Back to Middleweight Class. .

Bill Papke’s aggressive, go as you please 
method of milling netted him a victory over 
Walter Stanton at Boston last Tuesday night. 
Walter was touted as belng the toughest man 
Papke ever had been asked to meet, and as 
he practically had trained his head off to 
fit himself for the encounter it was expected 
he would give the westerner the fight of his 
career. Instead, he was like dough in the 
hands of a baker, as after the first round 


his defeat was a certainty and his finish | 


came in the fourth. 

Press notices from the east before the fight 
made Walter the best man in his division in 
that section of the country. These, I pre- 
sume, were sent broadcast to boost the show, 
as Stanton never has demonstrated his abil- 
ity to cope successfully with a fighter of 
Papke's caliber. Also it should be remem- 
bered that Bill a short while ago was slated 
to meet Walter and another boxer in the 
same class for five rouncs each on the same 
night. That surely did not make him a for- 
midable opponent on Tuesday night. How- 
ever, if the easterners considered Walter a 
fighter worthy a nuten with Papke so much 
the better for the latter, as it added more 
credit to the victory. 


— 
According to the press accounts Papke 
tore loose in his favorite, or, rather, in his 
sterentyped style, and, although hard pushed 


in the first round, had the fight well in hand 


thereafter. In the final seesion Bill, while 
in-close quarters, delivered his favorite right 
hand upper cut, starting it at Walter's 
stomach and finishing it at his jaw or under 
the chin. That is the blow with which he 
laid out Tony Caponi and other aspirants 
for his scalp, and the manner in whioh he 
connects with it demonstrates there is some 
wisdom in his preference for close range 
fighting. 

Of course, we lock upon Papke as one of 


the best, if not the best, fighter of his weight 


in the country; still it would not surprise 
the writer to see him topped over for the 
count in a round or two. In his fight with 
Hugo Kelly he was upset the first crack out 
of the box from a right to the jaw, and in 
his fight with Stanton he also was copped on 
the jaw with a right in the opening session 
directly he came within range. Fortunately 
neither of the blows had steam enough be- 
hind it to put him down for the long 
count. Some day, however, he will stack up 
against a man with the punch and with force 
enough to compel him to take the short end of 
the purse. 

Bill's next fight of importance will be that 
with Kelly. In their last battle Kelly claimed 
the weight, 154 pounds, was not to his liking, 
and that trouble to make it sent him intothe 
ring too weak to do himself justice. If such 
was the case he fought remarkably well for 
a weak man. The weight for their next en- 
counter has been set at 158 pounds, which 
should send Kelly inside of the ropes fit to 
fight a heavyweight. The extra four pounds 
should add more force to his blows, and if he 
can comnect his right on the point of the jaw 


as he did in their last fight the referee will + 


have an opportunity to toll off the fatal ten 
seconds.

On the same night that Papke defeated 
Stanton Jack Twin Sullivan scored a 
victory over Joe Thomas at Les Angeles, 
Cal. It was a ten round affair, with no de- 
cision, according to an ordinance recently 
passed in that city, but the spectators saw 
ten rounds of fast milling, whereas, had the 
limit been set at twenty rounds a number of 
the sessions would have consisted of hugging 
and loafing. This was Thomas’ first battie 
as a light heavyweight, but he entered into 
the fray looking a bit matronly. Jack, on the 
other hand, was as fit as the proverbial fid- 
die, and fought at top speed throughout. He 
did not, however, cover himself with glory, as 
he had opportunities galore to win with a 
knockout. He had Joe on the verge of defeat 
several times in the early rounds, but he 
lacked the punch to put him away for the 
count. Thomas, reports state, broke one of 
hits hands in the second round. but for which 
he would have made it more interesting for 
the big twin. e fought an exvellent uphill 
battle considering his condition and his in- 
jury, but was woefully shy on experience 
and science as compared with Jack. Had 
he been returned the victor he undoubted- 
ly would have made play for Al Kaufmann 
or some of the other neavies, while now he 
will be compelled to fight his way back into 
the division he was in prior to his defeat.

Delavan, III., well known 
as a breeder of trotters through his owner- 
ship of Parole, 2:16, and a band of high class 
broodmares, has purchased the 8 year old 
stallion Trampfast that as a 2 year old last 
October tet the race record for trotters of his 
age at 2:12, winning his division of the Ken- 
tucky futurity against by far the best field 
that ever started in the event. 

As showing the quality this field contained 
it may be said that, although Trampfast 
won in the best time ever made in a race by 


a 2 year old trotter, he did not beat the Mttle 


filly Dorothy Axworthy more than six inches 
in that mile, and she was so lame many own- 
ers would not have started her. In the sec- 
ond heat Trampfast won in 2:16%, beating 
Thistle Doune a nose, and as the latter start- 
ed from the extreme outside of the big field 
it was plain he trotted fully as well as 
pride wg ms and, with anything like the vig- 

drive the latter got from Tommy Mur- 
ond, must have won. 

In fact, it was Murphy’s skill that returned 
Trampfast a winner fully as much as the 
speed and manners of the colt itself, fault- 
less as Trampfast was in those particulars.

But as an individual, barring his color, the 
latest addition to Illinois stallions, hardly 
could be improved. Taken all in all he isthe 
best made and best furnished 2 year old trot- 
ter of extreme speed I ever saw, and as roan 
ia the natural shade of his family that will 
not be held against him. His sire, The Tramp, 
was a roan, and likewise about the most 
sluggish horse in the land, requiring con- 
stant application of the whip to make him 
trot a mile up to his clip. He could beat 
2:18 as a 2 year old, and was by the really 
great sire Jayhawker, also a roan; he by Jay 
Bird, a roan son of George Wilkes. The roan 
in Jay Bird came from his dam, Lady Frank, 
and she in turn got it from her dam, Lady 
Franklin, a trotter which raced back in the 
days of the civil war, taking a record of 
2:20% at Cincinnati in 1864.

PLAN GREAT CRUISING RACE 


Michigan City Yacht Event May 
Be an Open Affair. 


60 BOATS WOULD COMPETE. 


All Local Clubs and Those of L. M. Y. 
A. Might Enter. y 


BY JOHN G. DELONG. 

To hold « cruising race to Michigan City, 
which is expected to attract the entries of at 
least sixty yachts and twenty-five motor 
boats, is the plan now being formulated by 
Chicago sailors. If the plan. is pted, 
which seems certain, the fixture w 
the place of the annual Michigan City race, 
which for sixteen years has been a closed 
— on the calendar'of the Columbia Yacht 

For several seasons the Columbiag have 
ignored the knocking at the door by the 
other local clubs, which were desirous of be- 
ing admitted to the competition, and each 
year have refused to open up. Now, how- 
ever, the new régime at the foot of Ran- 
dolph street, under Commodore has 
taken a decided stand in favor of uniting 
with any other organizations that wish to 
participate. 

The consideration of the matter has pro- 
greseed so far that tentative plans have been 
made to run the greatest cruise of the kind 
ever held in the country. It has been pro- 
posed to invite the fleets of all clubs in the 
Lake Michigan Yachting association. This 
would mean the certain competition of nearly 
the entire fleets of the Columbia. Chicago, 
and Jackson Park clubs, and the Chicago 
Athletic association. Milweukee and Ma- 
catawa bay might contribute entries, while 


the Illinois. Athletic club is expected to have’ 


some good boats in commission by the date 
of the race. 
ano to Settle Rivalry. 

A chance would thus be given to settle club 
rivalries, something which heretofore has not 
been possible on account of the other clube 
being forced to ocoupy the positions of in- 
nocent bystanders.’ For instance, a big fea- 


ture would be made of the race between the 


Lipton cup boats of the Columbia and Jack- 
son Park clubs and the Chicago Athletic as- 
sociation, and Illinois Athletic club. If plans 
now contemplated are carried out the ar- 
rangements for the race will be radically 
different than ever before. 

The idea which meets with the most favor 
at the Columbia club is to make two big 
races of the event set for June 20—that is, 
to race to Michigan City on Saturday, as 
usual, and then have another contest on the 
return trip on Sunday. The latter race would 
be started as early as 8 or 9 o’clock in the 
morning in order that an early arrival could 
be made here, in addition to affording spec- 
tators a view of the finish from the lake 
front. With all clubs competing and with 
the support always given by the citizens of 
Michigan City, a prize list could be provided 
that would furnish sufficient trophies tor 
both races. 

Another part of the plan proposed is to 
have one guest boat return from Michigan 
City Saturday night, for the convenience of 
any who might wish to make a single day's 
excursion of the cruise. All yachtsmen who 


consider the good of the sport, and that is a’ 


majority of them, are fully in accord with the 
movement and are hoping to see it go 
through. The matter will soon come up be- 
fore a meeting at the Cotumbia club for final 
settlement.

Mr. Peare figures he can lighten Raven by 
taking off 1,000 pounds of inside and outside 
ballast and make the yacht faster than ever 
in light air without impairing the heavy 
weather qualities. Among the improvements 
contemplated is a complete new suit of Rat- 
sey sails, including from 50 to 76 square feet 
more area than the yacht formerly spread.

Young People Should Prepare to Grow Od. 

Young people, argues Prof. Metchnikoff, instead of 
abandofling themselves to all the pleasures because 
they Have nothing before them but a sad prospect of 
morbid old age and death, ought to make ready for 
normal old age and natural death. 

Old age is repulsive at present because it is an old 
age devoid of its true meaning, full of egoism, nar- 
rowness of view, incapacity, and malignancy. The 
piysiological old age of the future assuredly will 5s 
most different. Old age, at present practically a use- 
less burden on the community, will become a period of 
Work valuable to the community. As the old man will 
no longer be subject to loss of memory or to intellect- 
ual wedkness, he will be able to apply his great expe- 
rience to the most complicated and the most delicate 
parts of social life. : 

Dr. Metchnikoff regards young men as usually ex- 
ceedingly bad politicians and in countries where they 
take a large share in public affairs he regards them 
as productive of much harm, because they are without 
the necessary practical . knowledge. Their incapacity 
is clearly Shown by the great changes in their political 
views as they advance in years and gain experience. 
In the future he believes old men will have charge of 
all complex and difficult social functions. In this way 
vast improvements will be made in politics and in 
justice, which at present are defective because of their 


insufficient foundation. 3 
Politics Today in Semi-Savage State. 


Politica as it exiets today corresponds to the early 
stages of medical practice. Every adult male is thought 
fit for exercising functions as dificult as those of an 
elector or juryman. The only excuse for this condition 
is that political science is in its infancy. When sociol- 
ogy is more advanced there will come about a differ- 
entiation: like that in medicine. When that has taken 
place old persons who have acquired great experience 
and who have preserved all of their faculties because 
ef thelr physiological constitutions will give most 
valuable services toward the society of the future. 

In their progress men will lose much of their lib- 
erty, but will receive in exchange a new feeling of 
solidarity. As knowledge becomes more and more ex- 
tensive and exact, freedom to neglect it will be more 
and more limited. Since medicine has become more 
of an exact science the liberty of physicians has been 
restrained.

by the lower Cells. In the brain the nerve cells dis- 
appear; that is to say, the cells which perform the 
higher functions, such as intellectuality, sensation, con- 
trol of movement. These are replaced by elements of 
a lower kind, especially by a kind of connective tissue 
of the brain. 

In the liver the hepatic cells, of great importance 
to the nourishing of the organiam, give way to con- 
nective tissue. In the kidneys the connective tissue 
invades and blocks che tubes by which the necessary 
process of eliminating waste matter is accomplished; 
and 80 on in other parts of the body. In other words, 
a conflict takes place in old age between the higher 
elements and the simpler or primitive elemnts of the 
organism, and the battle ends with the victory of the 
lower. This victory is shown by a weakening of the 
intellect, by digestive troubles, and by lack of sufficient 
oxygen in the blood. 

The conflict ig not a metaphor. It is a real battle 
that rages in the innermost recesses of our beings. Dis- 
tributed throughout every part of our bodies are cer- 
tain cells which fulfill special functions of their own. 
They are capable of independent movement and also 
of devouring all sorte of solid matter, a capacity which 
has gained them their names of phagocytes, or vor- 
acious cells. The function these phagocytes fulfill is 
exceedingly valuable, for it is they that congregate in 
vast numbers around microbes or other harmful in- 
truders in order to devour them. 


x * 
Phagocytes Get Busy on Old Man. 


But in old age the vitality of the higher elements 
igs unduly weakened, while the activity of the phagocytes 
ig enommously increased. One way, then, of fighting 
against old age would be to strengthen the higher ele- 
ments of the organism and to weaken the phagocytes, 
and to strengthen the higher elements of the organism 
the blood corpuscles, the nerve cells, liver cells, mus- 
cular fibers of the heart and so. forth. 

Even in the present imperfect condition of science 
It has many weapons by which to prevent or at least 
diminish the slow and chronic poisoning of the or- 
ganism that leads eventually to the degeneration of the 
higher elements. That success has not been greater, 
argues the Russian investigator, ts due to the careless- 
ness of the people who are concerned.. Our inmost 


convictions assured us that life is too short, and since 


the remotest ages they have prompted us to make at- 
tempts for prolonging our days in the land. 

Many thoughtful men have occupied themselves with 
the problem. Descartes and Bacon each had a system. 
Hufeland, a well known German professor of the latter 
part of the eighteenth century, advocated moderation, 
cleanliness, and vegetable rather than animal food, as 
animal food was more liable to putrefaction, while veg- 
etable aubatancea gonteined an acid principal that re- 
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sik ea reckoned as a year. In that case Methuselah, instead of 


being 969 years of age, would have been but 242 years, 
a length of life not so vastly greater than ages re- 
corded in modern times. 

There ia evidence to show that in somewhat later 
biblical times ages were reckoned in our years. Thus 
in the dock of Numbers reference is made to those 
from twenty years; old and upward, all who are able 
to go forth to war in Israel. The limit of age given 
clearly shows that years counted were our years. We 
may, therefore, accept as probable the assignment of 
such ages as 100 or 120 years to Aaron, Moses, Joshua, 
and others. And the worde put into the mouth of 
Jahveh may be accepted as important evidence: 

“And the Lord said, ‘My spirit shall not always 
strive with man for that he is also flesh; yet his days 
shall be an hundred and twenty years.“

Old Folks Should Be Ready to Die. 

If, as Prof. Metchnikoff believes probable, science 
before long will be able to modify old age so that # 
will no longer be melancholy and repulsive, but active 
and full of usefulness, people at sixty and seventy will 
be ready to do their best and most valuable work, and 
instead of finding themselves cut off ere they have 
begun to fulfill the dreams of their youth and man- 
hood, they will be able to see them carried to maturity 
and fruition. And having lived their life and tasted 
deeply of the earthly experiences, they will be ready 
and willing to pass away. A Russian woman of a 
hundred years of age said to her physician: 

“If you come to ive as long as I have lived, you 
will understand that it is possible not to fear death, 
but to feel the same need for death as for sleep.” 

A new feeling had come into existence in this aged 
person, a feeling incomprehensible to those less old. 
The bible testifies to the frequency of old age in an- 
clent times and to the complete preservation of the fac- 
ulties of the aged. It also contains references whic 
Dr. Metchnikof thinks can be interpreted as instances 
of the instinct of death. 

= & 
Longevity Destroys Fear of Death. 

Dr. Metchnikoff’s idea is that the great longevity of 
many of the patriarchs, ending in the appearance of 
the instinct of death, may be the cause of the small 
extent to which the idea of a future life had been de 
veloped among the ancient Hebrews. Hig 1% is that 
instinct for life Is to be gratified like any other instinct 
and that on thorough gratification, satisfaction, even 
eatiety ensues. This instinct is of the same order as 
the instincts of hunger and thirst, of the need of sleep, 
of movement, and of sexual and maternal love. 

The devotion and care bestowed on their young by 
female bizds and nammals are known universally. Yat 
that love so tender and 80 absolute lasts only for the 
time during which the wants of the young need to be 
satisfied. As soon as the young begin to be independent 
the maternal love changes to indifference or dislike 
At the next breeding period maternal love appears 
again, so that there ie a periodic ebb and flow of the 
instinct. 

The instinct for death seems to lie in some potential 
form, deep in the constitution of man. If the cycle of 
human life followed its ideal course according to physi- 
ological function, then the instinct for death would 
appear in its time, after normal life and an old age, 
healthy and prolonged. Most lives lead to an old age 
ruined by abnormalities. It is not surprising that under 
such circumstances men wish neither to grow old nor 
to die. Old men, despite their attachment to life, do 
not attain the capacity to know all that is good in it, 
and they die in the fear of death without having known 
the instinct of death. 

With the progress of knowledge and with the in- 
creased application of scientific principles to daily life, 
modern 133 will know what it is to live until they 
are “full of days,” and they will relinquish physical 
life when their desire for it bas been completely sag

sults as is achieved by this one. There are 
other kinds of employment in which the total 
number of those killed and harmed through 
their work is greater, but these are the lines

Work Not Hard Physically. 

It is the dust that does the work. Without 
the dust the lot of the wall paper man would 
be no worse and no better than that of the 
average workman. engaged in manufactur- 
ing or handling. The work presents a min!- 
mum of danger from accident, is not phys- 
ically harder than any other rough work, is 
well paid, and offers good opportunities for 
advancement. But the dust is the noxious 
feature! Wall paper is handled in bundles 
of fifty rolls each. The rolls are made and 
the bundles wrapped in the factory as soon 
after the stuff has come from the presses as 
its dampness will permit. 

At that time little or no dust is to be found 
in it. Later it dries, the bundle goes to the 
wholesale house, and there when the order 
clerk opens a bundle to fill an order he is 
greeted by a cloud of fine white dust which 
floats up from the disturbed paper and covers 
him with a fine, gritty coating, outside and 
internally.

“Sample Printing“ Most Unhealthy. 

The worst position in this line, possibly the 
worst from a health standpoint in the world. 
is that of the sample printer.“ Wall paper 
largely is sold from catalogues.

Drummers Guards: New Union.

8 HE latest organisation in the ranks of 
labor ls the Drummers Guards,” 
but whether the body will seek to be- 

come affiliated with Mr. Samuel Gom- 
pers’ army is at present a matter of 
conjecture. The guards are 300 strong or 
thereabouts, and their labor is confined sole- 
ly to handling sample cases for the small 
army of traveling mén who visit this city 
daily. The compensation is $5 a day, and 
as there is employment every working day 
in ‘the week it will readily be seen that from 
a monetary as well as a hygenic point 
of view a member of the organization is on 
the road to opulence. 

Heretofore cab. drivers had a monopoly 
of this Une of business, byt on becoming able 
to write checks in four figures and some- 
times five they began to display such a 
épirit of: arrogiince that to deal with them 
and preserve one’s self-réspect was impos- 
sible. Hence the drummers were forced to 
employ outsiders to carry their samples, and 
the Drummers’ guards is the result. The 
business, however, was the foundation of 
many a cab driver's present fortune, and it 
bids fair to make the fortunes of all whe 
have the determination to follow it. 

To become successful in the business one 
must have a sturdy physique and preserve 
a business like appearance. A thorough 
knowledge of the city is important, and 
being next to the clerks in all the lead- 
ing hotels is so important that to overlook 
such a cog is almost equivalent to failure. 


Those who own their own property and ride 
to and from their suburban homes in auto- 
mobiles have the hotel clerk tabbed on their 
visiting lists.

In 
season the hours. are long; the stores are 
usually kept open until 9 and 100'clock. Be- 
cause of the long hours and less pay, girls 
have less opportunity for pleasure and things 
that make for culture. Theaters lectures, 
and magazines are luxuries seldom to be 
had. 

The stores for the most part take less per- 
sonal interest in their employés. It is only in 
Paris that benefit funds exist to care for them 
in cage of sickness. Where there are lunch- 
rooms and reading rooms they are far less 


attractive. 


The study of conditions at home and abroad 
reveals the fact that good looks and taste in 
dress are only part explanation for the at- 
tractivenéss of girls in American retall stores. 
It is because thelr employers give them such 
liberal opportunities to succeed and are so 
willing to recognize good work without tak- 
ing the question of sex into consideration.

Powdered milk is the latest stage in the evo- 
lution of the- milk problem, -which has been 
pressing for solution since 
Min Flour 288 the beginning of con- 
HReeps Fresh Gensed milk, Powdered milk 
is an invention of Dr. Bken- 
eee. berg, a Swefiisif scientist and 


food expert, and it-is getting popular on the 


continent in Europe and all over the United 
States. The milk is first submitted to strain- 
ing through a cotton filter; its temperature 
is then reduced to nearly freeszi point, 
preparatory to drying. Pasteurftten is 
carried out if it has not already been done 
at the'dairy. The drying is effected at about 
blood heat, or 100 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
‘drying appliance consists of a revolving cy- 
lindrical drum known as the exsiccator, lined 
‘with nickel, which has been found to be the 
most suitable metallic substance upon which 
to deposit the milk solids, since the other 
“eommercial metals have not sufficient resist- 


ance against the chemical action of the milk. 


The fluid is fed into this drum, through which 
fs carried simultaneously exhaust steam, 
which in its passage carries off the water 
in ti milk. The ends of the drum are bowl 
shaped, whereby rapid and high efficiency in 
the evaporation of the water is obtained this 
@vaporation extending to about four-fifths 
of the original amount. The evaporative effi- 
elency is high, being from 300.to-400 pounds 
an hour per bquare yard of surface. From 
1,700 to 2,100 pints of milk are converted into 
powder every hour.

But it may be added that be- 
fore a candidate for this work of splitting a 
gold pen has the slightest chance for ac- 
ceptance he must pass a physical, mental, 


,and moral examination such as might qualify 


a pretty decent sort of saint for a niche in 
some pretentious temple of worship. 

The reason for this elaborate test of char“ 
acter lies chiefly in the absolute necessity 
that the workman have a nerve of steel, a 
touch that is developed to its highest possir 
bility, and an eye that makes that of the 
eagle appear commonplace by comparison. 
These physical necessities make it impossi- 
ble for.a man who uses liquor or tobacco to 
be considered at all as a candidate, and the

Girls Are Burdens to Fathets. 


A talk with a number of fathers of grown- 
up girls revealed what a burden the marry- 
ing of a daughter is to them. 

No young man,“ said one of these ghetto 
fathers, who, it is said, has grown poor be- 
cause he had married off four daughters, 
“ will marry without a prospect of improving 
his own lot in life. This he expects his 
father-in-law to do for him by teking him 
into business as a partner or else by giving 
the daughter a dowry. The girls who have 
no parents here must Work, therefore, in 
order to save enough money for their future 
husbands. Take small grocers, keepers of 
delicatessen stores, and here and there 
small ‘sweaters,’ and investigate their ear- 
lier lives, and what will you find? In almost 
every case you will find that the man did 
not amount to much before he was married. 
But he got a girl with money, and incidental- 
ly also with brains, for it takes brains to 


save money.“

Girls Are Glad to Help. 


But while the outsider might think the 
ghetto girls unfortunate because they are 
subjected to such demands many of them are 
proud that they have been able to assist their 
husbands in climbing up to a higher station 
in life. 

„We have become reconciled to the thought 
that it is in a young man’s nature to have a 
good time while he can and spend all his 
money on it.“ a ghetto girl said. But this, 
of course, is no reason for despairing of him. 
We usually get a few dollats saved and that 
acts as a sort of.a tonic for these young 
men. They go after it, and, of course, after 
the girl, and before you know it they are 
taught to be good and settle down.“ 

It is not, however, in every case that the 
ending is happy. Frequently a good sum of 
money saved by a girl is the beginning of a 
lot of trouble for her. Many of the girls are 
so intent on saving that they dress poorly 
and never go out among people during the 
four or five years which they ‘work in the 
shop. These usually fail easy victims to 
men who are looking only for the money. 
They marry some indolent man or & gam- 
bler and soon have cause to wish that they 
had saved less and learned more. Such men 
usually stay with their wives as long as the 
money lasts and then they. leave—or, what 
is sometimes worse, make the women work 


to support them. 4 


Fathers Give Note as Dowry. 


The woman who thinks she has a reaily 
“smart ”’ husband frequently is induced to 
carry the burden for a year or two and some- 
times for a whole lifetime—or until he gets 
tired of her and goes to seek green fields 
and pastures new.”

Making Use of Odds and Ends; 


Clothes Made 


This is the time of year when one’s purse 
feels slim, and is growing slimmer all the 
time, for not only did a substantial sum of 
money have to be spent for a new winter out- 
fit, out the Christmas holiday season made a 
big gap in one's savings. 80, if a woman is 
to have the dozen and one other adjuncts to 
her wardrobe, such as fancy waists, dressing 
sacques, tea gowns, silk petticoats, etc., one 
simply must contrive ways and means of 
extracting them from last season's out of 
date things, or from materials of any other 
sort whatever to be found around the house, 
sometimes even rescuing the thing needed 
from the rag bag. 

Every girl wants a matinée waist or two 
for winter, and sometimes wonders where it 
is to come from. The case is not hopeless, 
if she has ingenuity and an old drop skirt in 
some pretty color. One clever girl, who was 
always attractively gowned, converted hers 
into a pretty waist in this way: She first cut 
offi the belt and bottom of the skirt, and cut 
out all the seams, getting as many good large 
pieces as possible. These she spon with 
benzine and, when dry, pressed. hen, to 
take away the plain look and give the waist 
a dressier and more festive appearance, she 
bought six yarde of inexpensive black lace 
insertion and “ stripped "’ it both ways with 
this at intervals of about two inches apart, 
making a pretty plaid effect, artistic and be- 
coming to her siim figure.

Another clever girl made herself. a matinée 
or afternoon waist from net curtains. The 
underslip she ingeniously made from a light 
blue china silk plano scarf she found in the 
rag bag.

After carefully removing the lace 
from the cifcular center of finest linen the 
piece was opened bet ween two pattern effects 
on the side, great care being taken to pre- 
serve the pattern intact, cutting only the 
threads that joined them. Of its own weight 
the lace made a longer inside measurement 
than when sewed on the handkerchief, so 
that it was found more than large enough 
for a baby neck waist. 

At another time a dainty girl showed a 
beautiful brocaded petticoat which some one 
remarked must have cost at least $25. She 
laughingly asked them to guess again, then 
told how she had made it from the lining of a 
discarded opera coat.

To go back a little. After the correct neck, 
armhole, and other lines have been satis- 
factorily marked on, a fine basting thread 
should be run on all these lines, the ma- 
terial around the neck and armhole cut off 
‘20 as to allow for a half inch turning, and the 
‘edges finely and carefully overcast, and the 
dart line should be cut, overcasting each 
: also. So many woolen materials fray 
‘badly that careful and immediate overcast- 
‘sng is absolutely necessary. The backs should 
ba ve the hem laid down the middle and then 
all the edges above referred to may be 
turned to the right side—making the turning 
‘exactly on the lines made by the basting 
‘thread—basted down carefully and pressed 


‘with a damp strip of cheese cloth laid over. 


A pretty hercules braid in the same shade

Where it is necessary to make it fit smoothly 
around the curved lines. The ends of this 
braid should be firmly wound with a piece of 
thread or silk to prevent raveling.

This style of skirt nus to be hung up for 
several days before finishing it at the bottom, 
so as to allow of its stretching where it is 
bias, and sometimes small weights are at- 
tached to assist in the stretching. It should 
have the placket finished and the band put 
on before being hung to stretch, and after 
several days it can be finished at the bottom, 
then the bias band put on, finished in the front 
by two points, each decorated with a-button. 
Then a second band is put on to simulate an 
overdress, making altogether a most at- 
tractive looking ‘skirt. The body part of the 
waist is on the bias also, and is put into the 
plain shaped. part by gathering. Any one 
with a little trying can copy this front by 
marking the outline of it on a shirt waist 
pattern: As can be readily seen, this waist 
opens in the front and is worn over a front 
and collar either of white tucked dimity or 
plain silk to match one of the colors in the 
dress.

A good many women ie especially fond of 
a shirt waist and skirt costume, and, grant- 
ing that these are well made and well put 
on, they are without doubt good looking.

Sand paper over the sur- 
rounding wood and work the dust into the 
beeswax. This gives a wood finish, or color, 
and when the furniture is varnished you 
will look in vain for blemishes. It is better 
than putty, since putty soon dries, crumbles, 
and falls out, while beeswax remains for-

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NLESS the Russian government ceases its 
hounding and persecution of revolution- 
ists in that country in the near future, 
the Chicago chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution may find itself 
rivaled by a newer and stronger organ- 
ization—the Daughters of the Russian 
Revolution. Thousands of Russian revolu- 
tionists seek asylum in Chicago as voluntary and en- 
forced exiles. Among these the number of women has 
deen steadily increasing until today they fairly threaten 
to outnumber the men. 

That women have gaken a strong hand in the Russian 
revolution from the time of its inception nearly three 
score years ago to the present day is well known. In 
the long list of Russian patriots who went to Siberia 
and were sent to the gallows for their ceaseless ac- 
tivity against the Russian autocracy women hold a 
conspicuous place. Some of them, like Mme. Bresh- 
kowskaya, called “the grandmother ‘of the Russian 
revolution.“ have even attained international fame. 


Others have found their way into Russian literature 


and their names have been woven into songs and 
legends by the greatest of Russian »oets. 


x * 
Modern Type Differs from Early Ones. 

The type of the Russian woman revolutionist of to- 
day, however, is radically different from that of the 
older Russian revolutionist.of her sex. The Russian 
girl revolutionist of today is generally from the work- 
ing class. She has no patent of nobility behind her to 
attract much notice in case of her arrest, or even ex- 
ecution. In many cases she has a slim theoretical edu- 
cation, although in practical life she usually has a 
wide range of experience. But she possesses enthusi- 
asm for her work, devotion to her cause and com- 
rades, and would sooner forfeit her own life than be- 
tray her associates to the merciless tyranny of Rus- 
sian officialdom. 

It is not willingly, either, that the Russian revolu- 
tionist girl leaves her country for America. Nearly 
every one of the hundreds of revolutionist women who 
live in Chicago came to this country because they were 
ordered by their organization to leave Russia for a 
time, as for them to remain in Russia just then 
would have meant losing their liberty and perhaps life 
Without having accomplished anything. 


x * 
Why Revolutionists Like to Live in Chicago. 

It is this changed character of the Russian revv- 
lutionist woman, together with the advanced facilities 
in travel across the ocean which makes Chicago the 
most attractive city to revolutionists of women as well 
as men, in Russia. Two decades ago, when the women 
revolutionists. were all of the upper clagses, spoke 
French and German fluently, and felt as much at home 


in Paris or Brussels as. they did in St. Petersburg and 


Moscow, France, England, and Switzerland were the 
places revolutionists chose for their asylum, Whether 
temporary or permanent. There they lived on the 
money sent them by their relatives from their estates 
which they possessed in Russia. Those who had no 
estates, or whose estates were confiscated. usually. 
managed to earn a livelihood by doing translation 
work, literary work, or tutoring. . . 

The reason for Chicago being their most favorite 
place is because it is such an industrial center and is 
also a sort of central point between western states 
and affords one a better view of the country. It also 
gives one the opportunities to find work in other cities 
or country towns where the air is better and the nerve 
racked revolutionist can frequently find a few months 
rest on a farm, or in a small village on the broad 
American prairies. 

The e, to which the Russian revolutionists are 


feaving their imprint upon the life of the Russian im- 
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migrant in Chicago is seen in the numerous revolu- 
tionist organizations existing in almost every part of 
the city, but more prevalent on the west and north- 
west sides, for the purpose of raising money with 
which to finance the Russian revolution, and the large 
amounts of money which they succeed in raising among 
Russians of this city. 

Perhaps the most interesting and amusing example 
of the meeting of extremes is found in the friendship 
of a — yx and a group of revolutionists in the 
neighborhood of Wicker park. The enthusiastic young 
men and women frequently on a summer night get so 
enraptured in their discussions of Russia, while lying 
on the grass of the small breathing space a little way 
from the juncture of Robey street, Milwaukee and 
North avenues, that the officer has to remind them 
around midnight that it is time to leave the park. 
first the policeman used to do it in a rather stern, 
ficial English. In time, however, he had become so 
tracted by these good natured young people that 
learned a few words i Russian, and in their own 
tongue reminds them that it is time to leave the park. 

“ Gospoda, pora domoi”” (Ladies and gentlemen, it 
is time to go home), the policeman greets the little 
group evening after evening, and with equal good 
nature the crowd disperses bidding the policeman good- 
night, and wondering how it is possible for revolution- 
ists and police to be on such friendly terms.

Woman Revolutionist Always Entertaining. 

A talk with a Russian woman revolutionist always 
means a delightful half hour. They are advanced, they 
are radical, they speak of Buckle and Marx, of Dar- 
win and Spencer, earnestly and dogmatically, but with 
the broad Slavic innocence and nalvete which have 4 
childlike charm and even pathos. They will not speak 
about themselves, will not admit that they have done 
anythirg extraordinary. On the contrary they will 
blame themselves for staying here so long while their 
sisters and brothers are there under the fire of the 
enemy. 

“I a leader?” exclaimed a Russian revolutionist 
girl when told that this was the way she was spoken 
of by her numerous friends on the west side. “A nice 
leader would I make sitting here in the top flat of a 
tenement in Twelfth street,“ she added, after a second 
thought. “ Leaders stay in the field in Russia.“

Girl Tells How She Became Nevolutionist. 


In the course of a half hour’s conversation the 
girl, whose age Was somewhere between twenty .and 
twenty-four, told her story bit by bit, not, however, as 
a “leader,” but as a “plain working girl” who “saw, 
heard and felt,“ as a “proletaire,” as she preferred to 
call herself. 

“How I became a revolutionist?’ she began. “I 
can hardly remember the exact processes. I know we 
had a strike once in the factory where I worked. 1 
was of course in it, although I was only 14 years old. 
The police came and took me into an office—it was the 
inspector’s office—and asked me to tell them who the 
leaders of the strike were, who told me to go out and 
strike. I said I did not know. Then they told me I 
Was a pretty girl, and they would be pleased with me 
if 1 told who it was that spoke to me of such a thing 
43 à strike, and they smiled pleasantly to me. I. too, 
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began to smile, but repeated my answer, ‘I don’t 
know.’ Then it was their turn to frown. But I stuck 
to my ‘no.’ Then they said they would spank me, and 
some one showed me a knout. I ceased smiling, but 
answered ‘no!’ more sharp and determined than ever. 

“After ten minutes they let me out into the yard 
again, and I saw the eyes of every worker fixed upon 
me with a searching, painfully inquisitive look. I 
walked up and smiling took my place among them. 
The officers walked out of the building and when they 
perceived me among the other men.and women they 
gave me A look which caused my heart to jump into 
my mouth. ; 

“The next instant, however, I Was cheered by the 
friendly, sympathetic looks of the hundreds of my co- 
workers. The strike was soon won and the men and 
women in the shop seemed to vie with each other in 
their efforts to say nice things to me and compliment 
me on every occasion. My boss and foreman, however, 
became my enemies from that day on. On Saturday 
evening of the same week a girl who worked not far 
from me, and who was about six years my senior; asked 
me if I would not go over to her house with her that 
evening. I was overjoyed at the invitation, for the girl 
was considered the smartest one in the fagtory. 

“At her home I met several men and women who 
treated me like a sister, in spite of the fact that they 
were all educated, not factory workers. I kept on going 
to that woman oftener and oftener. Before I knew it 
I was carrying some books from one house to another

“Soon I found myself in the movement, but equally 
soon I found out that the authorities were on my trail 
For a year and a half I worked in my native town, 
studying and teaching others what I knew.

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HERE will be no extravagant wives in Chi- 
cago in the next” generation, no wives whvu 
do not know how to buy groceries and 
meats and foodstuffs wisely, no wives 
who do not know how to utilize the things 
that are left over from one meal to au- 
other, no wives who cannot cook, sew, 
darn socks, make their own dresses and 

their own hats. The public School has shouldered the 
task of training the girls of Chicago to be model house- 
wives and homemakers. 

From the kindergarten to the last grade in the high 
achools the public school girl is being trained to become 
@ wife and mother, a homemaker and a housekeeper; 
she is being trained to do her share in increasing the 
family income through the use of economy: she Is 
being trained to do her part in increasing the good 
health of the family and of the community as well by 
being taught the simple laws of house sanitation and 
personal hygiene. 

In the elementary schoo] cooking centers the chil- 
dren not only are taught practical cooking but they 
are Also taught how to go marketing, how to set the 
@ining room table, how to take care of the home, how 
to sweep, how to make beds, how to see that the rooms 
ef the home are properly cleaned and ventilated. They 
Are even taught how many cubic feet of air are required 
in aleeping rooms according to the number of occu- 
Pants. They are instructed to sleep with their win- 
dees open and to instruct the other members of their 
family to do likewise.

Advanced Studies in Kitchen W ork. 

in the public high schools the course offered in 
domestic science ig far more exhaustive than the course 
offered in the elementary scif€ols. The pupils first 
are taught the proper arrangement of the kitchen to 
reduce labor to the minimum. How to care for the 
kitchen ts the next tople taken up. The children are 
then trained in the selection, use and care af the 
kitchen utensils, tables, sinks, refrigerators, ete. The 
next topic’ given in the course of study is Stovéa, 
Fuels, and Fires.” Under this head the pupil is given 
detailed inatruction in the purchase and care of stoves, 
is advised what kind of fuel is most economical, whet 
fuel gives the most heat, and also how to build a fire 
so that a minimum amount of fuel will be consumed. 

Next is given a course in physiology as related 
to the digestive system. In this course the children 
learn the exact time required for the digestion of the 
different foodsi Next they learn the different kinds of 
feeds and their food value. The effect of dry heat is 
next taken up, followed by a letture on the effect of 
moist heat. Then comes the general study of foods, 
which is subdivided into the following topics: 

Change produced by cooking. 

Digestibility. 

Meeting the needs of the body. 

Nutritive value of the different foods, 

Inexpensive foods and their nutritive value 

(Attractive preparation of foods, 
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Each pupil is required to keep an account fer a family 
of the size of the one to which the pupil belongs. The 


last semester of this course is devoted to the consid- 


eration of the following topics: 
Sanitation: 
Location of the house. 
Ground plans. 
Water supply. 
Drainage and plumbing. 
Ventilation. 
Lighting. 
Heating. 
Household furnishings: 
Decorations. 
Equipment of various rooms and the care of them.

Special Course in Care of Infanis. 


In addition to the foregoing courses there is offered 
in many of the public schools a course in the care of 
infants for the benefit of the little mothers who are 
compelled to care @or families of small sisters and 
brothers during the absence of the employed mother 
from the home. These “little mothers” not only are 
taught how to prepare the bottle food for their little 
sisters and brothers, but they are taught just how to 
handle an infant when bathing it, how to dress it, etc. 
in a few of the schools a practical course in simple 
nursing is offered, together with training in giving first 
aid to the injured. 

The courses in sewing and millinery offered in the 
public schools are just as comprehensive and thorough 
as the courses offered in the household arts depart- 
ment. The object of these is to give to the pupil prac- 
tical knowledge of the various Kinds of textile fabrics 
used in the modern home, and to train the eye and the 
hand to make up these fabrics in an economical and 
artistic manner. Before entering upon the work pre- 
scribed in the high school course pupils must be able 
to make the following stitches in a satisfactory manner: 
Basting, running, backetitching, half backstitching, 
overhanding, and hemming. These stitches are all 
taught in the lower grades. 

The course which is given in the high schools and 
in the evening schools which are 80 largely atfended by 
giris of foreign birth is so complete that an apt pupil 
who knows nothing about sewing will be able to make 
her own plain dresses before she receives her diploma. 
Not only are the pupils taught how to select and pur- 
chase fabrics and different textiles, but they are taught 
the use of the sewing machine, garment making, and 
designing and are given a great deal of laboratory work.

In Tilden school a laundry plant was installed 
by Ri rd T. Crane as a gift to the board of education, 
and there each day half a hundred girls are being 
taught how to washandiron. The chief purpose of this 
course is to teach the girl cleanliness, and the clothes 
which are washed in the Tilden laundry are so white

the Chicago girl nothing is being left undone to train 
her for wifehood and motherhood, to be a thorough 
housekeeper and an economical housewife. The physic- 
al training of the girl is not overlooked. The school 
gymnasium is as much hers as it is the school lad's, 
and in bloomers and jersey she spends an hour or more 
each day in the great, thoroughly equipped seheol: gym- 
nasium, where she is given those exercises which are 
best fitted to develop her where she needs development. 

The physical trainer studies each girl as an indi- 
vidual and each girl is given individual attention and 
individual training. The girl whose chest needs dével- 
opment is given those exercises which will most quickly 
develop it. The purpose of the school gymnasium is to 
give the pupil a sound y, good health, and endurance 
and strength to stand yp under the strain of the stren- 
vous life when she goes out into the world to make a 
living. 

The modern educator has become so strongly econ- 
verted to an appfeciation of the value of manual train- 
ing that the schoolgirl is being given manual training 
as well as the boy. She is being taught how te saw 
wood, how to use a plane, and how to drive a nal,. 

All of these practical courses which have been 
opened to the schoolgirl in the last few years are a 
part of the general plan of public education to train 
both the boy and the girl for useful citigenship—the 
boy to become the voter and the desirable citigen and 
the girl to becéme the ideal wife and mother, home- 


maker and housekeeper.

gin: 

We were glad to note that our competi- 
tion in this application was bonds, and we 
believe, as you state, that bonds will not 
long be in competition with real estate mort- 
gages, as it is not likely, in our judgment. 
that comparable bond securities will long 
present attractive prices in competition with 
choice mortgages. Conditions here are im- 
proving almost from day to day, and, while 
the improvement is but gradual, yet a bet- 
ter tone and feeling is manifest here all the 
time, and the banks again are on a normal 


Pall of Apprehension Removed. 

Another encouraging feature of the gen- 
eral business situation which has not re- 
ceived the prominence it deserves is the 
benefit to come from the elimination of the 
feeling of apprehension which prevailed for 
a year or more prior to the financial up- 
heaval of last fall. This apprehension was 
due to the widespread belief that danger 
lurked in the enormous expansion of trade 
and overextension of credit which had been 
growing.on a rapidly expanding scale for 
several years. The belief was that it was 
out of proportion to the available mon- 
etary supply of the country, and in 
proof of this the gradual tightening 
of the money market, the advance in 
interest rates, and the inability of many 
large concerns, notably rallroads, to 
secure. money for needed improvements was 
pointed to. In addition there was the men- 
ace attached to the enormous slump in stock 
values, which not only affected thousands of 
individual fortunes but also seriously less- 
wened the value of collateral held by banks 
representing millions of dollars of loans. 

The belief grew that a reaction of some 
kind was inevitable, with the result that the 
business and financial world became imbued 
with a feeling of nervous apprehension Which 
only needed the proverbial spark to fire into 
a panic. This was furnished by the disclos- 
ures incident to the operations of the Heinze 
coterie in New York. 


Blessing in Disguise. 

Fortunately, however, the story did not 
prove to be so serious as was feared at first. 
Undoubtedly it entailed hardship and suffer- 
ing on many, but the general belief now is 
that really it was a blessing in disguise, as 
it not only thoroughly cleared the atmos- 
phere, but also demonstrated’ in an im- 
pressive manner the absolute soundness of 
bas? businers conditions es well as the 
growing spirit among bus'ness men to co- 
operatc in conserving ihe public welfare 
An illustration of this was tie loyal support 
given the banks in their hour of trial. 

The result of it all is that business men 
now are facing the future with greater con- 
fidence than they have known in a,year or 
more. They realize that the specter of a 
possible business disaster which has been 
disturbing’ their peace of mind for many 
month has been met and overcome. In 
other words, they know that there has been 
a house cleaning and that wholesome condi- 
tions now prevail,
